The Cleveland and anti-Cleveland forces 
had their first spirited engagement yesterday. 
Each side fought desperately and at the close 
of the fierce contest a truce was declared. 
Neither side claimed a victory but the 
fight will be resumed with redoubled vigor 
Monday. The clash occurred over the selec. 
tion of a Temporary Chairman, and the bit- 
terness displayed on both sides over what is 
not regarded as a serious bone of contention 
demonstrated that the bad feeling is being in- 
tensified instead of dying out as time goes by. 

The subcommittee of the National com- 
mittee met at noon. The question of the 
selection of the Iemporary Chairman had been 
practically settled before the meeting. There 
were present John C. Prather of Missouri, 
Henry Watterson of Kentucky, Lieut.-Gov.

OLEVELAND OR A WESTERN MAN. 


Editor charles H. Jones Outlines the Pref- 
: erences of the Missouri Men. 

A medium-sized man, erect of carriage and 
firm of step, walked up to the clerk’s desk at 
the Grand Pacific Hotel last evening. He had 
a bright, intelligent eye, a firm but kindly 
face that plainly showed him to be aman who 
had the courage of his convictions. His attire

Unless he gains during the next 
thirty-six hours those wavering delegates will 
not vote at Monday eveniug's caucus to give 
him the Illinois vote under the unit rule, 
anti-Cleveland men, on the other hand, are ag- 

resnive. They protest against giving the ex- 

resident the whole vote of the Prairie State 
at any time. The most they will consent to is 
to give him half of the delegation. By Monday 
evening they may not be willing to concede 
him so much, ; 
Tella Different Story. 

The excuse given by. the Cleveland men for 
adjourning last night without action was that 
all the members were not present, and that the 
meeting was called merely for consultation and 
to make the members acquainted with each 
other. This did not quite accord with 
the zeal of Mr. Eckels and of Mr.

Calhoun was Vice-President with John Quincy 
Adams. and also during Andrew Jacksons first 
term. He was the last of the two-term Vice- 
Presidents.

and detest. They mean business. They in- 
tend to protest vigorously against the misrev- 
resentation of the true sentiments of the Em- 
pire State Democracy by a lotof political 
highwaymen who met at Albany in February 
last in the interest of one David B. 
Hill. They mean to contest the claim 
of these freebooters to the ownership of a sec- 
tion of chairs in the wigwam at Chicago la- 
beled *‘ New York,” and whether or not pro- 
test and contest effect their purpose the un- 
dying detestation which they cherish for 
‘“‘ snappers and for all the tribe of Tammany 
is watranted to blight forever the hopes of 
said Hill and his heelers at sight.

WOULD HAMPER THE GROCERYTRADE 


Methods Must Be Changed. 

New Yorx, June 18.— Special. Evan 
Thomas, President of the Produce Exchange, 
has obtained a legal opinion as to the status 
under the Anti-Option bill of wholesale and 
retail grocers dealing in lard, pork, bacon, or 
other edibie product of swine. The opinion, 
written by Baldwin & Blackman, attorneys, 
says in effect that if after the bill had become 
a law the New York wholesale or retail gro- 
cers should sell of the articles mentioned for 
delivery on any day after the contract of sale 
they would be subject to the provisions of the 
bill. : 

This would require a grocer to take out a 
license, for the law specifies that such must be 
done if, among other things, products of 
swine are ordered upon one day and delivered 
upon another. Then the grocer would be 
obliged to keep a special record of such trans- 
actions and report them once a week to the 
Collector of Internal Revenue. If the grocers 
or their salesmen should sell any hams or 
pork for future delivery, when the articles 
were not in stock or had not been con- 
tracted for from the curers of the meat, they 
would, say Messrs. Baidwin & man, be 
liable to the penalty preseribed in the act, 
which ranges from fines of $100 t0$20,000 and 
imprisonment for terms of from six months 
to ten years. If the billshould pass and the 
opinion of Baldwin & Blackman hold geod it 
would be impossible for a grocer’s boy to 
take an order for a special inake of hams or 
bacon to be delivered upon any day other 
than ordered,

tion is not causing him to lose his judgment is 
one of the strongest factors in Gorman’s favor. 

Ex-Secretary Whitney, from his position as 
commander-in-chief of the Cleveland forces, 
early saw the possibility of Gorman develop- 
ing, and sought to prevent it. Much of his 
time yesterday wasspent at the Palmer House, 
where he could elbow Gorman, Brice, and the 


other unreconciled leaders, and hold good- 


natured talks with them. He did it grace- 
fully, as he always does any delicate mission, 
yet he failed to get the promised Cleveland 


declaration from Gorman, and this failure was 


felt in his own ranks. Perhaps he will do 
better in the next two or three days, but Gor- 
man shows a growing spirit of hostility to the 
Cleveland worship which is prevalent in New 
England and the Northwest. Gorman and 
Whitney have one thingincommon. They 


both distrust Hill, and Hill claims that both 4 


betrayed him. Further than this their inter- 
ests are not allied. 
Anything to Beat Cleveland. 

The Tammany folks did little yesterday be- 
yond keeping up their missionary campaign 
against Cleveland. When they got in the thick 
of it much of the old spirit of hostility is 
shown and the instructions of Mr. Croker to 
avoid personal abuse were not followed. As 
the Cleveland people were abusing them 
heartily they probably felt justified in repay- 
ing it in kind. Their willingness to take any 
good Western Democrat as the candidate and 
put a New-Yorker on for Vice-President is now 
accepted as sincere. It is all one with them 
so long as Cleveland is beaten. The progress 
they are making, however, must be discourag- 
ing. Gov. Boies’ friends take kindly to the 
movement, as he is the Western Democrat 
most talked of at present. But there is some- 
thing lacking in Gov. Boies’ support. There 
are too many props to it right in his own 
State, which are held up by Cleveland. 

As the convention gets a little closer the 
talk about the two-thirds rule and the unit 
rule in the delegations grows more interest- 
ing. The anti-Cleveland folks seem to find 
much comfort in calling up the history of 
Martin Van Buren. They find un exact 
parallel between Cleveland and Van Buren, 
and they think this will. hold good to the end, 
so that Cleveland will go down, even though 
he comes within twenty-five or thirty votes of 
the necessary two-thirds. 

How the Unit Rule Helps. 

It is not hard work for the anti-Hill leaders 
to figure out that if the unit rule did not ob- 
tain in some States Cleveland would really 
not have an admitted majority of the dele- 
gates. There is Pennsylvania, where, after 
several districts instructed for Hill, the State 
convention adopted the unit rule and put it in 
the power of Harrity to vote 
sixty-four delegates for Cleveland first 
and Pattison afterward without giving Hill 
the courtesy of a single delegate. There is 
Michigan, where Don Dickinson had the del- 
egation instructed to vote as one man for 
Cleveland, although a few of the district deie- 
gates are for Hill. here is Missouri, where 
Cleveland, having a bare majority, will be 
able to get the entire thirty-four votes of the 
State. There is IIlmois, where a slight ma- 
jority may also give the delegation with its 
forty-eight votes to Cleveland. All this is 
true enough, but it has been the habit of 
Democratic conventions to enforce the un- 
democratic unit rule in the State delegations 


as a justification for the two-thirds rule in the 


National convention. It is not likely that the 
present convention will change the precedent, 
though in desperation the anti-Cleveland ele- 
ments would like to do it. If they make the 
effort it will add greatly to the interest of the 
convention, but they will be beaten unless all 
the signs are at fault. 

The unit rule again calls attention to the 
snarl in the Illinois delegation. The IIlinois- 
ans, because of their internal troubles, are 
getting an unusual amount of advertising, but 
the Cleveland leaders are not shaken in their 
confidence that they will have a majority of 
the delegation, and thus be assured of its 
forty-eight votes. 

Morrison Writes a Letter. 

Col. W. R. Morrison appeared in his favor- 
ite role as a letter-writer yesterday. A com- 
munication from him, saying that 
the letter and spirit of the instructions of the 
Illinois convention bound the delegates to 
support Cleveland, was given wide circulation 
for its supposed moral influence. As Morri- 
son all along has figured on the delegation be- 
ing for Cleveland on the preliminary ballots, 
no great significance can be attached to his 
letter. His only hope has been to come in as 
an heir after several ballots have shown that 
Cleveland cannot be nominated. It is amus- 
ing, however, to find both Palmer and Morri- 
son uniting in urgmg the IIlinois delegates to 
support Cleveland. . 

Tables were given out yesterday fixed up to 
suit all tastes. They fitted very closely the 
estimates made up a week ago by the rival 
leaders of the Cleveland and Hill factions.

The Tories have always at- 
tributed their crushing defeat in the munici- 
pal elections last March to the fact that the 
polling took place Saturday, and, as Mr. Bal- 
four retains his mechanical majority in Par- 
liament, he has used it to prevent such a mis- 
take being made again. The law provides 
that a certain period shall elapse between the 
. dissolution of a Parliament and the election 
of its successor, and, by dissolving Tuesday, 
the 28th, or Wednesday, the 29th, it will be im- 


possible to have any borough elections the fol- 


lowing Saturday. They must all take place 
between Monday and Thursday following. 

Mr. Balfour announced that dissolution will 
take place not later than the 29th or 30th, but 
he has already decided upon the 30th, and the 
House of Lords has received orders to regu- 
late its business accordingly. It is a shabby 
move, but good strategy. The Liberal lead- 
ers profess to believe that its meanness will 
so disgust the people that the government will 
lose more votes than they gain by it, but they 
know as well as Mr. Balfour that while its 
positive effect will be to disfranchise thou- 
sands of Liberals it will not induce a single 
‘Tory to vote against his ticket. The only 
people disgusted are the Liberals. 

Universal Belief in Gladstone. 

The universal belief that the general elec- 
tion will send Mr. Gladstone back to power 
finds expression at the moment in specula- 
tion as to the time of meeting of the new 
Parliament, and what it will do when it does

Mr. Gladstone’s confidence in his coming 
triumph was strikingly shown Thursday by 
his manner of treating a labor deputation 
which waited upon him to ask that a legis- 
lative eight hours’ day should be placed in 
the foreground of the Liberal program. It 
is pretty well known that the party managers, 
alarmed at the prospect of losing some seats 
in consequence of adivision of Liberal votes 
by the intrusion of labor candidates, have 
urged-Mr. Gladstone to accept the principle 
of regulating hours of work by act of Parlia- 
ment, but he has steadily refused to do so. 
He even deciined to receive labor delegates 
inorder to discuss a proposal hich he evi- 
dently considers preposterous, although ho 
has never said so in set terms. But that re- 
fusal was palpably unwise from a business 
point of view, and means were found to bring 
the Grand Old Man and the workingmen to- 
gether in a conference. 
Giedstone Routed the Labor Men. 
Thursday's gathering was extremely inter- 
esting. The deputation consisted of sixteen 
members of the leading Trades Council, di- 
' rectly representing 70,000 organized workers. 
Two were Socialists, but, except Secretary 
Shipton, all were actual operative workmen, 
the pick of their class. They went to Carlton 
House Terrace firmly primed with arguments 
Chiculated to double up the Grand Old Man, 
who confessedly commenced to study the 
eight-hour question only the other week. and 
they left the house two hours later metaphor- 
ically rubbing their heads and wondering how 
they came to get such a terrible drubbing. 
Nothing could have exceeded the exquisite 
urbanity of Mr. Gladstone's manner. He 
shook hands with each delegate and had all of 
them comfortavly seated at the same table as 
himself. Then he smiled blandly upon the 
toilers and suggested that the proceedings 
should be of a conversational character, as 
that would enable them “to get further 
into the interior of the question.“ The ar- 
rangement suited the desire of the delegates 
admirably, because they were sixteen to one, 
all of them experts in the subject to be dis- 
cussed, while poor old Gladstone was a mere 
novice, 

But in the Socratic disputation which en- 
sued the assailants were utterly routed. They 
bombarded the grand old dialectician with 
Arguments and questions which he re- 
plied to or fenced with as he pleased with con- 
summate ease. Arguments fondly supposed 
to be irresistible were shown to be shallow 
sophisms, and questions artfully designed to 
drive the old statesman into awkward corners 
Were answered without the use of either 
affirmative or negative. 

.- Delegates Found on the Defensive. 
The delegates frequently found themselves 
on the defensive without any idea of how they 
got there, for some of Mr. Gladstone’s most 
telling arguments were wrapped up and sugar- 
Coated in questions put by him in the char- 
acter of an earnest searcher after the truth. 
The end of it all was that Mr. Gladstone, 
without pronouncing a direct opinion for or 
against fixation of hours of labor by legis- 
itive enactment, declared that the giving of 
home rule to Ireland would furnish him with 
ali the work he was likely to be able to per- 
_ form during his lifetime, and he dismissed the 
delegates with these words:

Success of the Ulster Convention. 

The success of the Ulster convention, held 
in Belfast yesterday, exceeded the expecta- 
tions of its promoters. The thing was ad- 
mirably stage-managed, and the proceedings 
were marked by undeniable unanimity and 
enthusiasm. Immense pains were taken 
and considerable expense incurred 
to get the convention well reported in 
the British press, with the result that every 
daily paper in England and Scotland pub- 
lishes this morning from.three to four solid 
columns of the speeches ana proceedings. As 
readers are aware, the convention was ar- 
ranged in London by Tory wire-pullers, in the 
belief that it would prove of immense service 
in influencing the British electorate, but, after 
all, the convention merely demonstrates what 
was weil known before, that Ulster Protestants 
do not want home rule, and it is open to 
doubt whether it was worth so much to prove 
so little. ? 

Prince Ferdinand of Bulgaria has left En- 
gland without any public announcement as to 
the progress of his matrimonial projects, but 
there is reason to believe that an authoritative 
statement which will not be pleasant to 
Russia will be made before long. Russian 
newspapers have been commenting sharply 
upon the attention shown to Ferdinand in this 
country, and one of them, the well-known 
Novoe Vremya, has declared that Russia will 
have to make Engiand feel in Asia, its only 
vulnerable point, the necessity incumbent 
upon it of preserving a neutral attitude to- 
wards Russia in European affairs. 

The impression among men who study Cen- 
tral Asian politics closely, because they are 
always interesting, is that there will be a row 
this year between the Ameer of Bokhara, now 
a vassal of Russia, and the Ameer of Afghan- 
istan, who is a subsidized ally of England. 
The latter is just now engaged in chastising 
insolent frontier tribes, a work which is pretty 
well chronic with him. The latest news to 
hand states that he had 500 men of the Katzal- 
baci tribe executed and their chief tortured 
and imprisoned. Afghanistan armies are not 
particular about frontier posts and such like 
trifles, and Bokhara may easily obtain a casus 


belli. 
Pagans Not Necessarily Wicked. 


The Archbishop of Canterbury acted the 
part of a candid friend at the annual meeting 
of the Society for the Propagation of the 
Government in Foreign Parts held here 
Thursday. The Society is nearly 200 years 
old, and its work durmng two centuries was 
based upon the assumption that all religions, 
except Protestant Christianity, are radically 
wrong and pernicious. It. was somewhat 
startling, therefore, to the good folks present 
at the meeting to be told by the greatest 
Protestant dignitary in the world that even 
Pagan religions were not necessarily wicked, 
while as for Mohammedaänism, noble char- 
acters were formed under its influence, men 
of piety, justice, and truth. It was not,“ 
said the Archbishop, “‘ deliberately minister- 
ing to pride and luxury which made Moham- 
medanism 80 irresistible a faith, so impregna- 
ble a citadel, so immutable a rock.”’ 

This remarkable declaration is calculated to 
revi¥e public interest in a little Mahommedan 
community at Liverpool founded some years 
ago vy a local lawyer in an obscure street in 
that city. The community has grown steadily 
since then and now worships in a mosque of 
its own building. Dissensions threatening 
dissolution occurred among the brethren a 
short time ago, but they have since been 
healed; and the community now promises to 


in the neighborhood of the mosque and 
annoy and assault persons as they 
are leaving. Not long ago a female 
worshipper was assaulted, we are told, 
in a most disgraceful fashicn, and this week 
the additional stimulus of the knife has been 
resorted to, with the result that two English 
Mohammedans are in the hospital. The male 
members of the community are quite pleased 
at their signs of popular unrest, and talk of 
extending their operations to Manchester and 
Birmingham as soon as they can obtain the 
necessary funds. But as chronic stabbing, 
clubbing, and kicking of women are not abso- 
lutely necessary to the success of the Moham- 
medan propaganda, the Turkish embassador 
has been asked to let his imperial master, the

Prince George in the House of Lords. 

Prince George of Wales last night took the 
oath and his seat in the House of Lords as the 
Duke of York. The galleries were crowded 
with Peeresses and the noble Lords them- 
selves. The Prince of Wales and the Duke of 
Connaught introduced the youngster, who 
went through the public performance with 
much nerve and assurance. The function is 
simpie. The novice is conducted up the floor 
of the House by his sponsors, he shakes hands 
with the Lord Chancellor, and presents his 
patent of nobility. All being in order, 
he takes the oath of allegiance, which 
Prince George did with particular fervor, 
and then the signing of the roll brings the cer- 
emony to a close. 

The potato disease, one of the great curses 
of Ireland, has lately been occupying the 
minds of the British Board of Ayriculture, 
and they have, after many experiments, hit 
upon a remedy which has been embodied 
in a small pamphlet. The treatment is sim- 
ple, expeditious, and cheap. It consists in the 
application to the growing crops of a mixture 
of sulphate of copper and lime, dissolved 
in water. From observation and 
record of innumerable experiments 
carried on in France, Belgium, and the 
United Kingdom, it is found that 25 pounds 
of sulphate of copper, with 124¢ pounds of 
lime, dissolved in 100 gallons of water, makes 
the proper strength of solution. The first 
dressing is given between June 15 and 25. 
The disease usually makes its appearance in 
the first fortnight of June. The second dress- 
ing is applied after an interval of eighteen to 
twenty days, and further dressing if the dis- 
ease persists, As to the quantity put on, it 
curiously varies from fifty-three gallons per 
acre, recommended by one authority, to 150 
by another. The result is said to be success- 
ful in all cases.

The Standard’s St. Petersburg 
correspondent telegrapns that the general out- 
look is much worse than that of last year, 
when only at the end of the summer was the 
harvest declared to have failed in seventeen 
provinces. The tailure in the Caucasias, 
whose stores unduubtedly saved the situation 
last autuma, cannot be viewed without appre- 
hension, coupled with the fact that, whereas 
at the commencement of the last famine there 
was a certain stock of grain on hand, there is 
now none at all. 


BISMARCK’S VISIT POLITICAL, 


Emperor Williem to Have His Minister 
Withdraw Temporarily from Vienna. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. |! 

Paris, June 18,—We are entering upon a pe- 
riod in which journeys are becoming most im- 
portant political events. There was the jour- 
ney of the President to Nancy ana the jour- 
ney of the Czar to Kiel. Those are now events 
of the past. This week weshall have the jour- 
ney of King Humbert to Berlin and the jour- 
ney of Prince Bismarck to Vienna. The 
journey of King Humbert proves that the 
King of Italy is desirous of renouncing the 
Triple Allianee, It will not change in any 
particular the actual situation in Europe. It 
will but prove that monarchs, once imbued 
with a fatal idea, must run their course to 
their own ruin without being able to help 
themselves, 

King Humbert wears his crown as the result 
of war. Itis almost incredible that within the 
last ten years he shou!d have lessened the pop- 
ularity of the House of Savoy, which every- 
body believed destined to last to eternity. The 
republican idea has made rapid strides in 
Italy, and the Kmg’s journey to Berlio will 
not change anything at home. 

The journey of Prince Bismarck to Vienna 
had originally no special political complexion. 
The ex-Chancellor is going to the Austrian cap- 
ital to assist at the marriage of his son, 
Count Herbert, to Countess Hofos, but it has 
become a political event, and a significant 
one at that. 

The Germans are everywhere organizing 
fétes in honor of the Alkanzler, At every 
place where he will stop, at Dresden, Vienna, 
and Munich, there will be torchlight proces- 
sions and solemn receptions organized. Em- 
peror William, noting all this, wanted to pre- 
vent Emperor Francis Joseph and the Regent 
of Bavaria from receiving his old Minister, 
but did not gain his end. The young Kaiser 


then grew furious and gave the order to the

marck. Every diplomatist in Europe is 
laughing at his ridiculous fury. The Emperor 
of Russia has ordered his Ambassadors at 
Vienna and Berlin to assist at the marriage, 
showing clearly once more an intention to 
wound the Emperor of Germany. 

Whilst the young sovereign is thus demon- 
strating now quickly he has forgotten the 
splendid services rendered by Prince Bis- 
marck to hi3 country, people of all kinds and 
conditions pay him merited homage. 

At the same time there is a curious circum- 
stance in connection with this event. Prince 
Bismarck, in the days of his power, lost the 
sympathies of Europe because of his brusque 
manner, his violence, and his tyranny. Since 
the little Emperor fo!'ows him with his hate 
the sympathy of Europe is aroused for the old 
man. Even France, which had to succumb to 
the strokes of this political giant, blames the 
ridiculous and personal policy of the German 
Emperor. 

The receptions which Prince Bismarck will 
receive everywhere will only exasperate Em- 
peror William, and we may soon expect to see 
some new eccentricities on his part. He also 
is soon to makea journey. He is going to 
visit Iceland on a whaling expedition. Dur- 
ing his absence Europe will be tranquil and 
confident of peace. Let us hope that nothing 
will happen to trouble the peacefulness of his 
summer excursion, Jacquss Sr. CERR.

GREAT PALL HANGS OVER LONDON, 


Dullness Augmented by the Coming Dis- 
solution of Parliament, 
[SPECIAL CABLE.] 

Lonpon, June 18.—The dissolution of Par- 
liament hangs like a great pall over London. 
Everything is unsettled save the traffic in the 
streets and the trade in the necessaries of ex- 
istence. The social season has been 
a disastrous failure ‘in spite of the 
many leveee and drawing rooms 
which have been held for the purpose of 
stimulating trade. Ascot this week made the 
boldest display of the season, but it wasa 


forced and unwilling show and did little to 


improve the general stagnation. Now comes 
Parliamentary dissolution with its rush of 
people to the country, leaving the West End 
dulier than before. 

Probably the greatest regret that is felt 
over the coming dissolution is that the gov- 
ernment has not been able to take up its 
Destitute Alien bill and deal with a crymg 
evil of immigration, which is the direct cause 
of so much idleness and want among the 
working classes. During the last four weeks 
the number of aliens landing in England is no 
less than 22,295. A majority of these come 
from Poland and Russia. 

A number of highly paid Judges have been 
sitting this week over the claim made by a 
certain Mr. Chetwood Aiken, to be the Baron 
de Wahull in the peerage of England. The 
contention is that John de Wahull, an an- 
cestor on the female side of Mr. Chetwood 
Aiken, was summoned to Parliament by Ed- 
ward I. on the occasion when the King ordered 
the Earl of Norfolk to go to France. The 
Earl refused. Whereupon the King said, with 
an oath, “You shall either go or hang, to 
which the Earl replied, with another 
oath, “I will neither go nor hang.” 
The Judges are not quite sure that 
the original De Wahull was really 
present on this memorable occasion, and it 
therefore seems possible that Mr. Chetwood 
Aiken will have to start a brewery or adopt 
some other recognized method of entering the 
House of Lords.

OUTRAGES RENEWED IN CHINA. 


The Anti-Foreign Policy Manifesting It- 
self in the Yang-tse Valley. 

Vancouver, B. C., June 18.—Mail advices 
by the steamer Empress of Japan state that 
the anti-foftign. policy is again manifesting it- 
self in the Yang-tse Valley, anda renewal of 
outrages and riots is probable.

mobs personally led by Lite. i wrecked mis- 
sionary buildings and put foreign residents 
in danger of their lives. In Ching-hi two fe- 
male missionaries of the Church of England 
were insulted and ordered to .depart. They 
escaped to the Chief Magistrate’s house, which 
the mob surrounded, and the frightened 
yamen sent the women away. The Kienning 
Mission Hospital and the dispensary were 
wrecked, and Dr. Riggs was dragged out by 
four soldiers, ostensibly sent by the local 
Mandarin to protect the place. Riggs made 
his way out amid a shower of bricks, stones, 
and sticks. Not satisfied, however, the mob 
tried to throw bim into a vat of liquid offal. 
Riggs finally escaped with his clothing torn 
to rags and minus his watch and chain. Na- 
tive students and patients were robbed of all 
their possessions, 

The notorious Chow Han, author of Hu- 
nan and other foreign publications, has 
been punished by losing his rank and sent to 
his own district to be under surveillance 
there. 

The Chinese Viceroy has sent an engineer 
and miners to open mines in the Moan Hills. 
They are accompanied by a military escort. 

Pirates of Sadrones recently obtained entry 
on a Chinese customs cruiser proceeding on a 
search for smuggling parties. The pirates 
when at sea took possession of the steamer 
and looted three junks before partmg with the 
cruiser. 

A project is afoot in Hongkong to send 10,- 
000 or 12,000 coolies to the Nicaragua Canal 
and plantations of Jamaica, British Hondu- 
ras, and Ecuador. 

The Acting Harbormaster of Hongkong, 
Commander Hastings, R. N., has aroused 
some opposition by reference in his annual re- 
port to the taxation: of British constructed 
vessels, With regard to registration fees to 
give a national character he says: There is 
nothing to prevent owners running ships un- 
der other flags if they think it cheaper,’’ and 
as to medical fees. If burdens are excessive 
and benefits are not an adequate equivalent 
there is no reason why trade should be con- 
ned to this center.“ 

The insurrection in Pohang, Malay Penin- 
sula, is not yet settled, and the Sultan’s troops 
will go forward, this time without any British 
officers accompanying. 

Matters have been quieter in the Japanese 
Parliament since reassembling, but it is prob- 
able the session will close without collision. 

The Minister of Foreign Affaigs has re- 
signed, finding himself out of harmony with 
his colleagues in consequence of his attempts 
to reconcile the parties. |

The Standard says: Ulster's voice will 
ring through the Kingdom and will conspicu- 
ously refute the sinister prophecies of the ad- 
versary.

We know now that 
it will bring the sword.” . 

The Times says: No political demonstra- 
tion of our time has afforded any parallel to 
the Ulster convention. If we mistake not, it 
will reveal for the first time to many of our 
countrymen that there is an Ulster question 
as well as an Irish question, to ignore which

Cleveland Cannot Do This, Although Tam- 
many Will Support Him if He Is Nom- 
inated—Gen,. Daniel Sickles Bases His 
opluffon on the Judgment of Women— 
Reason Why the Farmers Would Sup- 
port Hill—He Made a Great Reduction 
in Their Taxes, 

Robert B. Rooseveit, Tammany’s Vice- 
Presidential candidate in the event it becomes 
expedient to select the head of the ticket from 
the West, was the most conspicuous figure 
about the New York Hill headquarters yester- 
day. He stands square to every wind that 
blows, and has an answer on the end of 
his tongue to every argument that a Cleve- 
land man can advance. He came in on the 
morning train, and it didn’t take him long to 
find out where his people were. Mr. Roose- 
velt is tall and stout. He wears ahead of 
heavy gray hair and a pair of old- 
fashioned spectacles, and has the 
appearance of what the people 
in the West call an old settler. Mr. 
Roosevelt says that he has not a word 
to say against Cleveland personally, but 
he is for David Hill because he believes 
Mr. Hill can carry New York and Mr. Cleve- 
land cannot.

The Judgment of Women.

** Women cannot vote,” he said yesterday 
afternoon, but I have a good deal of faith in 
their judgment. I wassent by Tammany to In- 
dianapolis to place a wreath of roses upon the 
grave of Mr. Hendricks, and while there I met 
Mrs. Hendricks and had a talk with her.

Bourke Cockran wanted 
formal meetings arranged so that at set times 
the New York Missionary committee could 
meet entire delegation of. each State 
and teil them just what New York 
demanded. Gen, Sickles objected. He said 
that wasn’t the way to run a campaign 
and if such a policy was adopted Nes York 
would be laughed at by everybody who had 
ever been to a National convention. He said 
the thing to do was to take delegates by the 
buttonhole and lead them off into a corner— 
to talk to them wherever you could catch 
them.

Mr. Cockran is the Chairman of one of 
these committees. Mr. Fellows is another. 
DeLancy Nicoll is a member ot the Committee 
on the Iowa Delegation. Secretary Defreest 
emphatically refused to give out a complete 
list of the committees. Gen. Sickles was 
made Permanent Chairman of the committee 
to remain on duty at headquarters from now 
until the convention meets to labor with vis- 
iting delegates.

The Only Object of the Tammany Men in 
Keeping Up a Fight for Hill. 
Around the anti-snap convention head- 


.quarters at the Grand Pacific Hotel yesterday 


there was a good deal of talk that the main ef- 
forts of the Tammany people were directed to 
trying to find a man on whom it could con- 
solidate its strength in the West. It seemed 
to be the general opinion of the Syracuse con- 
vention people that the Tammany leaders 
wanted a Western man, so that Gov. Flower 
would be placed on the tail of the ticket so 
that they might be able to elect Shechan Gov- 
ernor of New York. Speaking in this line, W. 
A. Poucher said that.the regular New York 
delegation had not the-slightest hope of nomi- 
nating Mr. Hill, and that they had not had for 
weeks past. 

They keep Mr. Hill's name to the mast- 
head, he said, not with the faintest hope 
or expectation of électing him but for the pur- 
pose oi holding their delegates together. The 
moment his name is dropped the leaders know 
the delegaticn will go to pieces. Should the 
delegation fall to pieces the probability is the 
majority of them would throw their support 
to a Western man; the others would go to 
Cleveland. 

In connection with the liquor movement, 
which defeated Mr. Cleveland in New York in 
1888 and elected Mr. Hill Governor, I might 
say that Mr. Murphy is a large brewer, and at 
the time of My. Cleveland’s defeat he was 
Chairman of the Democratic State committee. 
He was perfectly familiar with the combina- 
tion which defeated Mr. Cleveland, but never 
uttered a protest or raised his voice to stop 
the effort which resulted so disastrously for the 
national ticket in New York. In other words, 
he was primarily loyal to Mr. Hill andsecond- 
arily perhaps, to Mr. Cleveland. If such con- 
duct on his partcan be considered loyal in 
any. degree I fail to see it. It was different 
with Tammany Hall in 1888, but of course 
their local ticket always has more or less in- 
fluence on the election of a candidate because 
the patronage of New York City is vastly 
more important to the Tammany organiza- 
tion and of more pecuniary benefit to it than 
the State and national tickets coin bined.”’ 

Speaking of the denunciation of the mug- 
wumps by Mr. Murphy, Mr. Poucher said he 
could hardly understand what the Tammany 
leader meant by the term, as some of the na- 
tional delegates of the midwinter convention, 
notably Gen. Sickles, were active in the sup- 
port of the Republican candidate for State 
and national offices. 

Aman who claims to be a leader,“ con- 
tinued Mr. Poucher, and who has not 
breadth of mind sufficient to accept all con- 
verts and welcome all proselytes to the party 
is clearly unfit for the position and evidently 
permits his bump of combativeness to run 
away with hia judgment, and is unsafe asa 
local to say nothing of a State leader. There 
have been thousands of converts to the Demo- 
cratic party in New York upon the tariff 
issue. .Most of these converts have been 
young men who have come into the party 
since 1888, and have come to stay. It will 
hardly do to denounce them or 
their political conviction, or undertake 
to drive them by brainless abuse. But Mr. 
Murphy's characteristics are always en- 
treme, always aggressive, and when not ex- 
treme he is nothing. He never seeks concilia- 
tion, never relies on political principles or ar- 
guments, but his methods are simply to drive 
and to rule, failing in this, to ruin.“ 

Mr. Poucher received a dispatch yesterday 
from ex-Judge Henderson, C. 8. Cary. for- 
merly Solicitor of the Treasury, and Tur. R. 
J. Jewell, all leading Democrats and mem- 
bers of the bar of Western New York, which 
said:“ Cleveland sentiment very strong. 
He can surely carry New York. Nomunate 
him or never return to New York.”

AN ADVENTUEE. 


: 
An Obstreperous and Indignant Am Man 
in an Ohio Town Shoots ata Cleveland 
Banner on Their Train and the Result 
Came Near Being Homicide—Sketch 
of the Men Who Came to Represent the 
State of Coal and Iron—They Are Ali 
for the Ex-President. | 
The West Virginia delegation of twelve ar- 
rived at the Palmer House over the Baltimore 
and Ohio at 11 o’clock yesterday morning. 
They came in Col. J. A. Robinson’s private 
car “ Midlothian,” and they met with quite 
an experience while comi t i 
great State of Ohio. N 


At nine o’clock yesterday morning they 


passed through a little town just 
east of Defiance, O., and a big crowd 
was near the tracks watching the train as it pass- 
ed through and commenting on the banners 
hung out from the car windows and car doors. 
The West Virginia delegation had a banner, a 
handsome silk affair with gold fringe and 
bright colored ribbons for streamers, which 
bore the inscription ‘‘ West Virginia solid for 
Cleveland.“ 

Some Hill man, evidently fired with right- 
eous indignation at the banner and its in- 
scription, shot at it, and the ball, missing the 
bannet, broke the heavy plate glass in the car 
door, just missed the head of a delegate, and 
lodged in the woodwork of the roof of the car. 

The inscription on the banner is to a cer- 
tain extent misleading, for while nine of the 
delegates are for Cleveland three of them are 
undecided and have strong Hill tendencies. 
The West Virginia headquarters are in Room 
No. 16 of the Palmer House. 

The West Virginia delegates to the Demo- 
cratic National convention at Chicago this

ation. Mr. Agnew, who is at the head of the 

firm, being very ill, radical measures were not 

_ gesorted to; butyesterday afternoon his rep- 
resentatives at Jackson Park were given an 
ultimatum. ‘In effect it was to double their 
force, or the World’s Fair management would 
of its own accord employ workmen, construct 
the building, and charge the account to the 
contractors for the carpentry work. 

Mr. Agnew’s men were considerably per- 
tarbed when they learned of the decision of 
Supt. Dion Geraldine, who has charge of the 
building work in Jackson Park. They fore- 
saw that they must double their force accord- 
ing to orders or drop the job, They con- 
cluded to do the former, and the big building, 
which covers a ground area of thirty-two 
acres, Will from this time be pushed rapidly 
to completion.

JOHN BROWN’S BATTERED WHISTLE. 


An Oddity Uverlooked by Searchers for the 
Old Fighter’s Relics. 
Wasuinetox, D. C., June 17.—[Special.]— 
Of the many personal relics of John Brown, a 
collection of which is being made for exhibi- 
tion at the World’s Fair, one in Georgetown 
has escaped the vigilance of the collectors. It 
is the battered old silver whistle with which 
Brown used to summon his followers to his 
secret meetings in the stormy days just before 
the war. It was formerly held by Col. Lewis 
Washington, the proprietor of the Dumbarton 
estate in old Georgetown, who was present 
with Lee oon old Brown with his followers 
was Ca 
All — search revealed on his person was a 
bunch of keys, a little money. and this old 
whistle. He gave up the money and keys 
without protest, but pleaded for the whistle, 
which wes course insured his not getting it. It 
‘Was carelessly tossed into Col. Washington’s 
secretary, where it lay for years, until its 
: present owner, a cousin of the Colonel, hap- 
ned to see it and asked for it asa curiosity. 
1 was readily granted, for with the 
Colonel the old hero of Osawatomie was 
naught but a vagabond filibuster, and the 
only commeut he made was: Take it if you 
want it. Ionly wonder why I have kept the 
thing so long as I have. Thus the relic came 
to its present resting-place. 
Its form is best described by likening it to 
a long-tailed tadpole that had grown a dorsal 
the length of its body. What corresponds 
to the tail is a slender pipe, through which a 
current of air is blown flutewise across the 
hollow bulb at the end, giving a thin, yet 
mellow sound of peculiar timbre that is very 
penetrating. 
Residents of the ferry said, after the 
capture, that for weeks before they had heard 
whistie sound at night without knowing 
its meaning.

Through the pur- 
chase of the securities of that company the 
Illinois Central expects to carry out the pur- 
poses contemplated in the charter of the 
Yazoo and Mississippi Valley railroad com- 
pany. President Fish’s report to the stock- 
holders sets forth that the Yazoo Delta is an 
alluvial basin stretching from Memphis to 
Vicksburg, some 200 miles in length and sixty 
in extreme breadth, containing over 4,000,000 
acres of land of inexhaustible fertility. The 
road, with its branches, of which seventy-five 
miles are narrow gauge, now comprises 798 
miles. It runs from Memphis through the Delta 
to Vicksburg, thence through Baton Rouge to 
New Orleans, with branches to Natchez, to 
Greenville, to Jackson, and to other towns. 
Although the main line from Memphis to 
New Orleans is fifty-six miles longer than the 
route of the Illinois Central, and lies so far 
distant from it as not to affect local rates in 
Mississippi, the exceptionally low grades of 
the Louisville, New Orleans and Texas enable 
it to run freight trains of fifty cars over the 
greater part of its line and to give nearly as 
quick a passenger service between Memphis 
and New Orleans as that of the Illinois Cen- 
tral. 

The fixed charges on the property will be 
$800,000, to which.is to be added the interest 
on $5,000,000 of stock of the company now in 
the treasury of thé Illinois Central, Assum- 
ing this dt 5 per cent, the annual rent will be 
$1,050,000, This will be 28.26 per cent of last 
year’s earnings and $1,329 per mile of railway 
now in operation. 

It was thought that considerable opposition 
would develop against the scheme at the meet- 
ing, but the proposition was ratified by an al- 
most unanimous vote. The vote in favor of 
the proposition was 264,823 shares, cast by 
about 1,900 stockholders, and against it 2,250 
shares were cast by seven stockholders. Of 
the latter, 1,800 votes werecast by Stockholder 
Cox of this city, who was the only opponent 
who personally put in an appearance. His 
objection .was that he considered the price to 
be paid by the Illinois Central too large. 

Subsequently the directors held a private 
conference and considered the proposed ele- 
vation of tracks along the World's Fair 
grounds. The officials of the company would 
not divulge the result of the conference, but 
it is understood that all the directors favored 
the proposed elevation of the tracks, provided 
a reasonable proportion of the expenses are 
paid by DN railway company, the Alley 
os and the World’s Fair directors. It is 
understood that an understanding has been 
reached with the City — company and 
Alley L“ road and that all now depends 
what the World's Fair directors will do re- 
garding the matter. ?

It 
might as well have finished its work in 
Charleston. By June 18 the Republican can- 
vass under Lincoln and Hamlin was well 
under way, and with the certainty of defeat 
before these Democrats, they in an almost 
rfunctory manner nominated Douglas, with 
erschel V. Johnson as the candidate for 
Vice-President. The seceding convention,

It should bo said briefly that what were 
called the Union Whigs, a party which pro- 
posed to save the Union and protect slavery 
at the same time, buta not very numerous 
party, had also met in Baltimore and nom- 
inated John Bell of Tennessee for President 
and Edward Everett of Massachusetts for 
Vice-President. This party, which was 
deemed insignificant, nevertheless polled al- 
mst as many votes as the Breckinridge 
Democrats. That, however, was due to the 
fact that thousands of the Southern Demo- 
crates staid away from the polls. 


II. TRE WAR CONVENTION. 


It Was Called to Save the Democratic Party 
from Annihilation. 

It was a serious question for atime during 
the war whether the Northern Democracy 
would be able to muster a sufficient force of 
delegates to make a respectable appearance 
when gathered in the National convention. 
Eleven States were engaged then in an effort 
to establish a Southern Confederacy, and, of 
course, could not be represented. The organ- 
ization in the Northern States was demoral- 
ized. In many of these States it was a mere 
perfunctory pretense. Vast numbers of men 
who had been associated with the Democratic 
party left it as soon as the war began. Most 
of them allied themsetves with the Republic- 
ans. Many of them, while not going so far as 
that, withdrew from 


erats. While the war was raging there seemed 
to be scarcely any issue upon which the Democ- 
racy could make a reasonable appeal to the 
people. A call was issued by August Belmont, 
who was Chairman of the National committee, 
for a convention to be 
held in Chicago on July 
4, but the lack of or- 
ganization and the in- 
difference of many lead- 
ing Democrats made it 
necessary to adjourn 
the convention until 
August 29. At that time 
thore gathered in Chi- 
cago a curious body of 
men, curious at least in 
their purpose or lack of 
purpose. It has since 
been confessed by Mr. 
Belmont that the main 
purpose of holding the 
convention was to pre- 
vent the Democratic or- 
anization from going wholly 
ome very prominent men were 
Judge Josiah G. Abbott of Massachu- 
setts and William W. Eaton, after- 
ward Senator from Connecticut, who 
had been — teeny by his declaration that 
no troops should cross Connecticut to coerce 
a Southern State except over his body. No 
man sioce then has been more amused at this 
absurd piece of blustering than Mr. Eaton 
himself, a man of such tender disposition that 
he would not injure an insect. oratio Sey- 
mour was there, then the idol of the New York 
Democracy, and Samuel J. Tilden, who was 
just beginning to be known beyond New York 
State as an astute politician. Gov. Allen, 
nicknamed Old Bill,” and George H. Pen- 
dleton, called Gentleman George,“ and Al- 
len G. Thurman, and the brilliant though 
litically.erratic Vallandigham, and young 
allace, afterward Senator from Pennsyl- 
vania, and Old Saddle Bags McDonald of 
Indiana. 

The convention was singularly unfortunate. 
The Démocrats had practically agreed even 
before getting to Chicago upon nominating 
Gon. .McCiellan, and they had also 
agreed to do the absurdly inconsistent 
thing of placing in nomination a Union 
General who had won some brilliant 
victories, and of compelling him to stand 
upon the platform which was virtually an in- 
sult to his career as a soldier. This platform 
declared that after four years of failure to 
restore the Union it was high time to call for 
immediate cessation of hostilities. McClellan 
was nominated upon the first ballot, and with 
such a reproach as was hinted in this platform 
as the issue of the campaign. Even before 
the con vention adjourned the lie was given to 
the platform, for the news of the capture of 
Fort Morgan was then received, and only the 
day after the convention adjourned Gen. 
Sherman emphasized the ridiculous position 
in which the party had placed itself by send- 
ing the news that Atlanta had fallen. Gen. 
McClelian himself, in accepting the nomina- 
tion, practically repudiated the platform. 
George H. Pendleton was nominated for 
Vice-President, and as in 1860 now the Dem- 
ocracy had placed in nomination very young 
men. McClellan was not 40 years of age and 
Pendleton was only a little past 40. Of course 
the canvases which followed this nomination 
was without interest. The result was known 
even before the ballots were cast.

future elections with some promise of success, 

A 8 meer other Democrats were and are 
of IJ. Con mee opinion. Mr. Tilden 
always spoke of convention of 1868 as 
something in the nature of preparation for 
what the pany. was to undertake in the future. 
In view of Tilden’s subsequent career it is fair 
to suppose that he had then his own ible 
selection as leader in mind, although he knew 
well that the leader chosen in 1868 was only 
the leader for a skirmish, and not one who 
could by any possibility win a national vic- 
tory. Tilden,in his days of retirement, was 
fond of chatting with his intimate friends 
about this convention, and he always claimed 
that it was a drawn battle between the West- 
ern and the Eastern Democrats so far as its 
results were concerned. 

The sitaation was like this: In the West an 
idea had sprung up, which had seemingly cap- 


tivated the entire Democratic party, which 


has since been called the greenback craze. 
Its motto was the same currency for the 
bondholder and the plow holder. George H. 
Pendleton had become associated ix the popu- 
lar mind with that idea, and as he was pos- 
sessed of gifts of intellect and charms of per- 
sonal manner which made him respected and 
admired, popular sentiment in the party in 
the West centered upon him as the favorite 
candidate of the greenback element in the 
party. A specious but seemingly magnifi- 
cent demonstration was made for Pendieton 
throughout the West, and the movement was 
led with great adroitness and ability by Mr. 
Washington McLean, the editor of the Cincin- 
nati Enquirer. Associated with McLean 
were Western Democrats of great ability. 

In New York, however, the antagonism to 
Pendleton and his theory was as earnest as it 
was secret. August 
Belmont, a representa- 
tive of foreign bond- 
holders; Mr. Tilden, 
then esteemed the 
greatest of the corpora- 
tion lawyers of New 
York; August Schell, 
an old-fashioned hard- 
money Democrat; 

Henry C. Murphy, a 
man of great ability 
and the highest busi- 
ness capacity, who 
barely escaped the 
Presidential nomina- 
tion at the time it was 
given to Franklin 
Pierce, and others of 


like character were determined that the party 


should not be committed to what was call 
the greenback heresy, or at least should have 
a candidate for the Presidency who would pre- 
vent, if elected, the consummation of green- 
back legislation, These New York men, with 
E ad roitness and much secrecy undertook to 

ead off the Pendleton movement, and with a 
good deal of audacity actually proposed to 
bring about the nomination of Chief Justice 
Chase. They entered into correspondence 
with Chase. He had been an old-time Dem- 
ocrat, who had separated from his party on 
the slavery issue, and that issue had now been 
forever determined. It was believed that a 
very considerable elément in the Republican 
party would support Chase, and Mr. Tilden 
always claimed that this belief was sound. 
These New York politicians reasoned that 
with Chase as a candida even though it 
might be impossible to elect him, in view of 
the fact that Gen. Grant was the opposing 
candidate, the Democratic party would gain 
such strength as to — respectable, if not 
formidable, at the polls, and thus be in posi- 
tion for thorough organization in time for the 
campaign of 1872. 

Thus when the convention met it was in- 
fluenced by these two antagonistic influences, 
the Pendleton sentiment being open and 

„ the New Tork oppobi- 


tion being concealed, but resolute. 

New York for the firstand only time secured 
the National convention of the Democracy. It 
was called to meet in New York City and in 
the hall owned by the Tammany Society. It 
met July 4. There were able men in the dele- 
gations) Augustus Schnell, John Kelly, after- 
ward to reorganize the Tammany organiza- 
tion; Mr. Tilden, just beginning to reveal his 
extraordinary skill as a political organizer; 
Horatio Seymour, then the splendid figure- 
head of the New York Democracy; Allen G. 
Thurman, just coming into préminence and 
gaining as a politician a reputation almost as 
enviable as he had earn as a lawyer; a 
young, pale-faced, quiet-mannered man who 
took no conspicuous part in the convention 
but was afterward to win great honors, to 
serve as Speaker of the House, Mr. Cariisle: 
Dan Voorhees of florid rhetoric, and William 
R. Morrison, a young member of Congress, 
still suffering from he shot which pierced. his 
lungs upon the battefield. 

Then, too, there fame from the South a 
company of notabie men, who only three 
years before had laid down their arins, and 
fora year or two after they were disposed if 
not to be sullen at least to be indifferent. 
There were Wade Hampton,who was conspicu- 
ous among these ex-Confederates, and Gen. 
Gordon and Ben Hill and Zebulon Vance and 
Randalit Gibson and Pinckney Whyte, all of 
them afterward serving as associates in the 
United States Senate. Then, too, Montgomery 
Blair, who had been a member of Lancoln’s 
Cabinet and one of the ablest of Postmasters- 
General, and especially noted was that Gen. 
Forrest whose achievements during the war 
had given ‘him a less enviable repute than 
some of the other Southern Generals gained. 

Horatio Seymour was chosen President of 
the convention, and he made one of his char- 
acteristic speeches. No man ever so skillfully 
concealed the thorn beneath the pleasing flow- 
ers of rhetoric as he, and the speech which he 
made on taking the chair was perhaps the 
most consummate exhibition of this power. 
It was thought by many after the convention 
adjourned, and is to this day believed by some, 
that Mr. Seymour knew that the setéret pur- 
pose of the New York-delegation was to bring 
about his nomination. Yet Mr. Tilden always 
denied that, and only a little while before his 


death Henry C. Murphy declared that the final 


action of the convention was a surprise to the 
New York delegation. 

The action of the New York delegates during 
the early part of the convention was pecul- 
iarly diplomatic and subtle. The delegates 

id not conceal their 
opinion that it might 
not be wise to nominate 
Mr. Pendleton, but they 
suggested that it might 
be well to nominate a 
warm persoua! friend 
of Pendleton, and one 
who represented to 
some extent Western 
sentiment— Thomas A.

Twelve ballots were taken on that day, 
the final one giving Hancock 144%, Pendle- 
ton 56½ and Hendricks 87. After the conven- 
tion had adjourned for the day the impres- 
sion was general that Hancock would be nom- 
inated. e Ohio delegation knew better, 
believing that the plans of the New York pol- 
iticians were now ripe and that the 2 4 
morning Chase would be brought forwar 
from under cover. It was a time for instant 
action and for heroic. measures, and in the 
little parlors where the Ohio leaders met a 
suggestion was made which, first deemed au- 
dacious and dangerous, was accepted as the 
only ible way in which Ohio could flank 
New York. Not an intimation of this pur- 
pose reached the ears of Mr, Tilden and those 
associated with him, Exactly what their plan 
was has never been clearly understood. The 
New York delegation were always averse to 
talking about that matter. ump- 
tion is that Mr. Tilden intended still to play 
Hancock and Hendricks against Pendleton un- 
til the proper moment arrived for presenti 
Chase's name. A report was spread abroa 
that the agreement was that after several bal- 
lots Seymour himself was to take the floor, 
and in the name of New York present Chase 
to the convention. There are good reasons 
for believing that foundation for this report 
existed. At all events it was believed to be 
true by the Ohio delegation, and the convic- 
tion was that Chase would be surely nomi- 
nated if Seymour thus presented his name.

Ohio had flanked New York and had forced a 
candidate upon the State.

New York had not chosen Chase; Ohio had 
not won with Pendleton, but the honors in the 
political game were even so far as the astute

The rest of the work of the convention was 
perfunctory. Gen. Frank Blair of Missouri 
was nominated for Vive-President, and the 
party went forth to enter upon a campaign in 
which tney were doomed to defeat, not only 
by reason of the overwhelming presti of 
Gen. Grant, but because thousands of m- 
ocrats would not support a party which stood 
committed to greenbackism and inflation. 


1V.—HOW GREELEY WAS NOMINATED. 


The Convention of 1872 and Its Many An- 
tagonistic Factions, 

If the purpose of the politicians in 1868 was 
to maintain the Democratic organization 
rather than to carry on a Campaign with any 
idea of victory the po- 
litical situation in 1872 
seemed to indicate that 
purpose had miscar- 
ried.

This was due, 
however, not so much to any lack of purpose 
on their part as to the extraordinary mani- 
festations of disturbance which had been 


revealed within the Republican organ- 
ization. For more than a year the evi- 
dences of a tendency to — the Republican 
party had been very striking. In Missouri, 
under the leadership of Carl Schurz and Gratz 
Brown, and on the issue of removing the dis- 
abilities of some of the citizens of that State 
a split had already occurred, an element of 
the Republicans, who called themselves Lib- 
erals, uniting with the Democracy to secure 
such legislation. Out of that circumstance 
came the suggestion that similar alliance 
might be made elsewhere. To this day the 
belief is general that the Liberal movement, 
as it was called, was conceived and developed 
by Carl Schurz, and there is no doubt that he 
deserves, in a measure, such opinion. 
Nevertheless, had it not been for factional 
contentions in New York State Mr. Schurz 
could not have developed this plan much be- 
yond the State of Missouri.

Moreover, a powerful coterie 
of newspapers, which had been before faithful 
in their devotion to the Republican party, 
took up the cause. The Springfield Republic- 
an, the New York Tribune, Tun Cuicaco 
Turnuxx, the Westlicher Post were some of 
these papers, and the. prominence they hai 
obtained and the abihty with which they were 
conducted gave to the movement the appear- 
ance of strength which was impressive, al- 
though, as afterward proved, was specious and 
illusive. 

It required a great deal of correspondence 
and a good many conferences before the 
movement took such shape as justified the 
calling cf a convention. There was no organ- 
ization and such a convention could be noth- 
ing more than a great caucus or monstrous 
mass-meeting. Everybody who cared to ally 
himself with the movement was invited to 
attend a convention to be held in Cincinnati 
on May 1, 1872. There gathered upon that 
day a n e in that many 
ot the men hitherto differed in their po- 
litical views and were even then without any 
clear, well-formulated idea as to the pur 
which brought them together. Carl Schurz 
was the central figure, and in all his 
varied career probably he never en- 
joyed a political atcainment more keen- 
ly than he did this one. Then there 
was Theodore Tilton, at that time in the 
height of his uniqye fame; and William Dor- 
sheimer, afterward to become conspicuous as 
a Democrat; and David Dudley Field, then 
esteemed in some respects the ablest of Amer- 
ican lawyers; and Col. MeClure, who only 
eight years before had been largely instru- 
mental in securing the nomination of Lin- 
colu; and the polished n the 
statistical Edward Atkinson; David A. Wells, 
even then an exponent of free trade, although 
only a few years before a Republican office- 
holder; Long John Wentworth; Leonard 
Swett, who was one of Liucoln’s intimates; 
and Joseph Pulitzer, even then with an ambi- 
tion to gain as great fame and as substantial 
success as had characterized Mr. Schurz’s 
career. 

It was in one sense a cosmopolitan body of

Schurz was reported to have said: Either 
Adams or no one.” Horace Greeley seemed 
to care more about the platform than the 
candidate, and he had a most difficult task 
before im, for the convention was 
composed not only of rampant free- 
traders like Mr. Wells, but equally ramp- 
ant protectionists like himself. ere was no 
trouble about its agreeing upon such planks 
of the platform as contained vigorous accusa- 
tions against the administration of Gen. 
Grant, but how to construct a plank which 
would suit both protectionists and free trad- 
ers was a problem which was believed to be 
unsolvable. Nor was it solved; it was dodged. 
Greeley, perceiving that the convention would 
go to pieces if this issue was forced, formulat- 
ted his home district“ plan. By this it was 


proposed to remit the question of the tariff to 


the Congress districts, and with such a subter- 
fuge as that as a part of its platform the con- 
vention pr ed to its work, Stanley 
Matthews was the Temporary Chairman and 
Gen. Schurz the Permanent. 

Before the balloting. was begun a quarrel 
sprung up among David Davis’ followers 
which very likely cost him the nomination. 
There were charges of treachery, and it was 
said that if Davis was nominated many of the 
delegates would bolt. There was also oppo- 
sition to Adams, vague, and mainly due to the 
‘fear that he could not arouse any popular en- 
thusiasm. On the other curiously 
enough no one knows exactly how or. why, 
there began to appear decided sentiment for 
Horace Greeley, although he was not origi- 
nally thought of by ony, one in connection 
with the nomination. The shrewdest politi- 
cians in the convention were inclined to think 
that Lyman Trumbull would win honor in the 
end.

“$3, the railroads $1, the manufacturer $4, the 
vender $7, the farmer 40 cents, and the drinker | 


gets the delirium tremens.’’ This is a general 
way of stating the case, and the showmg is 
open to some modifications. It is understood 
that the Takemine process yields eighteen 
quarts to the bushel instead of sixteen. Fifty 
cents per quart for whisky is a small price at 
retail. The farmer hardly averages 40 cents 
per bushel for the kind of corn used in 
making whisky. And not every one who 
drinks the product sees snakes in consequence. 
Still the statement is a suggestive one. It 
bears out a remark long since made to the 
effect that those who cater to the vices of their 
fellows make much more profit out of the 
operation than those who deal in the prime 
necessities of existence. The vender of whisky 
sells the stuff for neatly twice as much as it 
costs him, while the man who sells bread has 
to be content with a small percentage of gain 
on the transaction, and they do say the dealer 
in sugar gets no profit at all. In spite of this 
many a man prefers paying out double prices 
for whisky to be consumed by himself to buy- 
ing at nearly cost price bread for his family. 
Truly this is a curious world, and the worst of 
it is that such exposures as the above do not 
seem to materially mend the matter.

THE MUGWUMP NOTIFICATION TO THE 
CONVENTION . 


The New York Evening Post, discussing the 
Democratic Presidential nomination from the 
point of view of its relations to the State of 
New York, tells the delegations to the conven- 
tion some home truths. It says that the ques- 
tion before them is a very simple one. Either 
they must obey the demand of an over- 
whelming popular majority of the Democratic 
voters for Mr. Cleveland’s nomination or they 
must put him aside in obedience to the 
threats of a hostile faction of his party in that 
There will be no es- 
‘cape from this construction. Neither can 
there be any doubt as to the fate which would 
* overtaké such a nominee at the polls next 
„% November. On that point we have some- 
“thing far more definite than mere guesses 
nnd predictions; we have statistical evi- 
* dénce of the most unquestionable and con- 
“clusive character. This is to be found in 
* the returns of the election of last Novem- 
* ber and of the town electians last spring.“ 

Thereupon the Post collates the Tesults of 
last spring’s town elections and the defeat of 
the anti-Cleveland faction headed by Gov. 
Flower, especially in Elmira, the home of 
Senator Hill, and affirms that with a Demo- 
cratic candidate for the Presidency put in the 
field in obedience to the threats of the anti- 
Cleveiand faction the Republicans will be 
successful by one of the largest majorities 
ever won by them in any State. Read be- 
tween the lines the meaning of all this is clearly 
apparent. Grover Cleveland is the em- 
bodiment of the cardinal principle of the 
Democratic party.

PALMER THREATENS A GREAT CONFLA- 
GRATION, 

Senator Palmer, Presidential candidate, has 
condescended to write a gushing letter to 
Frank Lawler, defeated candidate for Sheriff 
and political nonentity. The big man assures 
the little man that he harbors no ill-wiil 
against him, relies on his influence and as- 
sistance to carry Illinois ’’ for the Democrats, 
and hopes that they may address the same 
audiences from the same stump,” braying 
jointly for the same’ candidates. This is a 
great honor! 

The demagogue Senator says further: We 
mean to make Illinois hotter than it has ever 
been since it was burned over by the last 
prairie fire.” This means that there will be 
more sulphur and brimstone in the Senator’s 
speeches than ever before. But where 
is his supply of combustibles? He 
cannot howl Pinkertonianism,“ for that 
issue is dead in Illinois. He can say 
nothing about penitentiary labor, for that 
matter is settled better than he handled it 
when Governor. He cannot talk free silver, 
for it would not be safe to advocate that dis- 
honesty in IIlinois, and he is not in favor of 
it. He will not talk of free trade, for he has 
not yet got rid altogether of his stiff old pro- 
tection notions. He cannot with any grace 
abuse Sheridan or Gratit, who are both in 
their graves, for that would offend the sense 


of decency of every one. 


Having fired off about all his ammunition 
in past years what can he say to make the 
prairies red hot? He might warm the atmos- 
phere by giving the people a good, strong sup- 
ply of State sovereignty sentiments. The 
voters have not heard much of that kind of talk 


for many years, and, in fact, since the Union 


army got in their work on the Southern and 
Copperhead Democrats, the young men who 
have grown up since the war are quite un- 
familiar with the oid Democratic doctrine of 
the State above the Nation. They have never 
had it explained to them that the State is 
more important than the Nation and 
more deserving of their affection and 
loyalty, or that if Illinois takes it into 
its head to cut loose from the rest of 
the country it has a constitutional right to do 
so. Someof the old soldiers who fought to 
shut down that doctrine might be present at 
the Palmer meetings. They certainly would 
get heated and there might be a warm 
time of it for awhile.

CHICAGO RAILROAD TRAFFIC. 

Tun Trisunsz of last Wednesday contained 
a highly interesting table of railroad service 
at Chicago. Twenty-eight companies in this 
city operate nearly 50,000 miles of line, with 
the following average daily train service: 
Through expréss and mail trains, 262, which is 
at the rate of one iu every five and a half min- 
utes through the day and night; accommoda- 
tion and suburban passenger trains, 660; mer- 
chandise freight trains, 274; grain, stock, and 
lumber trains, 164. Total number of regular 
trains of all classes in and out of Chicago via 
all the lines, 1,360 per day, or one for every. 
634¢ seconds of the whole twenty-four hours, 

That 50,000 miles of track is 23 per cent of 
the total railroad mileage in the United States. 
It may be objected that a man can easily 
figure up for any given point in the country a 
railroad connection with the whole of it. But 
no such stretching of facts has been resorted 
to in this case, and the figures showing the ex- 
tent of train service are not similarly open to 
eavil. It is a tremendous exhibit of work for 
the great public, and of the importance of 
Chicago in the system of collection and dis- 
tribution of which this city is the focus, Once 
in alittle more than a minute, by night as 
well as by day, a train enters or leaves this 
city carrying its big complement of pas- 
sengers or a huge freight of produce or other 
merchandise, while this again is only a part of 
the carrying service performed for the people. 
The lake commerce of the port is in itself 
gigantic in pecuniaty importance as well as in 


mere tonnage, and the suburban passenger 


travel by the street car lines forms another 
immense aggregation of transit each day be- 
tween the business center of the city and its 
more or jess remote surroundings. 

The steam railroad service alone amounts 
to more than one whole train each day for 
every thousand inhabitants of the city, count- 
ing in children and women as well as me 
The average citizen has pertormed for him 
@ train load of service by the railroad once in 
every three years. Of course to the great ma- 


jority the service performed is small. It 


means to them little or no personal travel, and 


the minimum quantity of food and fuel. But 
this is com pensatod for by the few. The 
suburban travel is large of itself, while nu- 
merous firms engaged in the produce and mer- 
cantile lines of business each have one or 
more train loads per day consigned to them 
or sent away on their order for distribution to 
consumers in other parts of the world. Nor is 
this the whole of this inland business. Many 
a train load of grain, flour, live stock, meats, 


and dairy produce leaves this city almost 


daily on direct consignment to Europe, and 
there is a steady return flow of foreign mer- 
chandise sent hither direct by manufacturers 


and merchants on the other side of the At- 


lantic, though a thousand miles of land jour- 
ney separate us from the nearest waters of 
that ocean. 


WHO ARE THESE NEW YORK IMPORTERS! 

The World’s Fair officials have received in- 
telligence that foreign exhibiters who intend 
to be represented are being dissuaded from 
doing so by certain New York importers. It 
is stated that these men are attempting to 
create an unfavorable impression in European 
centers of trade and industry upon the ground 
that big importers are unwilling to have the 
jobbing trade of the West understand from 
what foreign firms certain classes of goods 
are received, and that if a tine display were 
made by foreign firms who do a large business 
in this country through New York importers 
the Western buyers would discover what firms 
are patronized by them. 

The real reason for the action of these im- 
porters in seeking to discredit the Fair and to 
prejudice foreign firms against making ex- 
hibits undoubtedly is that stated by the Fair 
officials, namely, that New York importers 
are against Chicago because it is graduaily 
absorbing trade from that city. Whatever 
may be the reason, the officials of the World’s 


Fair should ascertain the names of these New. 


York importers and give them to the 
press, so that the pecple of the West 
and / of the United States may know 
who they are and why they are working 
against the great national and international 
Exhibition. Itisa blow which is struck not 
alone against Chicago but against the whole 
country, for whatever affects this Exposition 
unfavorably affects the interests of all the 
people in the United States. These malicious 
New York importers as a rule are a class of 
aliens who have settled in that city and are 
making a living off the commerce of this 
country just as the members of Tammany, 
who also are foreigners, are living off the 
taxes and plunder of New York City. 
In one respect, however, they differ 
from the members of the Tammany 
plunder gang. After these alien importers, 
whose sympathies are all with transatlantic 
instead of cisatiantic affairs, have taxed the 
products coming from Europe to consumers 
in this country and made their fortunes 
they go back to Europe with their ill-gotten 
gains and sneer at us. Their only motive 
in this contemptible conspiracy against the 
World’s Fair is to prevent Western merchants 
from getting acquainted with European man- 
ufacturers and thereby establishing di- 
rect trade relations with them instead of, as 
now, being compelled to pay tolls to these 
alien middlemen. Ordinarily the foreign 
manutacturers would send their exhibits here 
and their own agents would accompany them 
and remain on the ground during the continu- 
ance of the Fair. This would give Western 
merchants an opportunity to make their ac- 
quaintance and porfect arrangements to deal 
directly with their tirms, thus interfering 
with the alien middlemen’s profits. These 
importers fear this, hence their attempt to 
prevent foreign firms from exhibiting their 
goods. The World’s Fair directors should 
smoke these fellows out and let the 
country know who they are. They are 
more contemptible aliens than the Tammany 
crowd even, for they are aliens both by birth 
and in fact. The Tammany fellows become 
naturalized and propose to stay here. If 
we must be plundered by foreigners it is at 
least more tolerable to be plundered by 
those who belong in New York. Let us know 
anyway who these alien New York importing 
middlemen are. Smoke them out.

THE CHEAP-JOHNS. 

‘The present administration has done two 
things, one of which is offensive to the lead- 
ers of the Democraey both North and South, 
while the other irritates unspeakably the 
great mass of the rank and file, especially in 
the South.

A DISASTROUS YEAR. 

If the remaining six months of this year 
shall duplicate or even approximate to the 
record of disasters which have occurred in the 
first six the year 1892 will be set down as the 
most fatal to life in the United States that 
ever has béen known. Fires, floods, explo- 
sions, mine casualties, cyclones, wind-storms, 
lightning—all the elemental forces indeed 
seem to have combined with human agencies 
to destroy life, and to present an aggregate of 
great disasters in. comparison with which 
ordinarily terrible events seem to lose their 
significance or attract personal attention only. 

Since Jan. 1 there have been four destruct- 
ive wind-storms, killmg nearly 200 persons— 
Viz. : 
16, Texas, 15; May 27, Wellington, Kas., 53; 
June 16, Southern Minnesota, 50. In the 
same period there have been four great floods 
—viz.: April 11, Tombigbee River, 250; May 
18, Sioux City, Ia., 35; May 20, Lower Missis- 
sippi, 36; June 5, fire and flood, Oil Creek, 
Pa., 196. There also have been four min- 
ing disasters—viz.: Jan. 7, McAllester, I. 


T., 65; April 20, Minersville, Pa, 12; May 


10, Roslyn, Wash., 44; May 14, Butte, Mont., 
11, Three fires have been unusually ¢ 
trous to life—viz:: Jan, 21, Indi 
Surgical Institute, 19; Feb. 7, Hotel 
New York, 30; April 28, theater, Philadelg 

12. Besides these there were on March 21 


April 1, Missouri and Kansas, 75; May 


plosion at Jordan, Mich,, by which 10 lives 
were lost; June 13, the explosion at the Mare 
Island Navy-Yard which killed 15; and June 
15, the fall of the bridge over wicking River 
by which 32 lives were sacrificed. These are 
the principal disasters. of the year 
thus far and they involve an aggregate of 
960 lives. Adding to this total the suni of 
losses by minor accidénts as reported to Tun 
Tripunz we have the following sad and un- 
usual record: By fire, 876; by drowning, 1,364 ; 
by explosions, 318; by falling structures of 
various kinds, 267; by mine disasters, 308; by 
wind-storms, 340; and by lightning, 120; 
grand total, 3,588. The total loss of tife by 
these causes during the whole of last year— 
and 1891 was one of the most destructive ycars 
on record—was 5,762. ‘So it is evident that 
1892 will far surpass its predecessor. It is a 
sad and appalling record this of great dis- 
asters following so closely upon each other’s 
heels. It recalls the days of the war when one 
took up the morumg paper only to read the 


list of killed and wounded in the previous | 


day’s battle, and with the same result then as 
now—viz.: that the great battles so overshad- 
owed the smaller ones that little attention was 
paid to the latter. So now the great cata- 
clysms so far eclipse the smaller ones that the 
latter, though they would be considgred as 
shocking and exceptional in any ordinary 
time, are now hardly an hour's wonder. 


THE ART INSTITUTE BUILDING. 

The World's Columbian Exposition and the 
Art Institute have been allowed by Judge 
Burroughs to become parties defendant to the 
suit of Mrs. Sarah E. Dagzett, in which an 
injunction is pending restraining any build- 
ing on the Lake-Front, and it has been agreed 
finally that Judges Tuley, Horton, Burroughs, 
and Tuthill on Monday next shall hear and 
decide upon the motion to modify or dissolve 
the injunction procured by her. As both the 
Worla’s Fair and the Art Institute have a vi- 
tal interest in these proceedings, the one by 
reason of its contribution of $200,000 in con- 
sideration of the use of the building next year 
for the World’s Fair Congress, and the other 
by reason of its legitimate desire to erect a 


permanent home for its'treasures which will 


be a beautiful addition to the architecture of 
the city and greatly enhance the value of 
property in its vicinity, it was proper they 
should be let into the:suit and heard on the 
merits of their claim. As against the City of 
Chicago, which, through the action of its 
Common Council, ordered the demolition of 
the Exposition Building to make room for the 
new institute, as against the State of illinois, 
which has made no protest against the erec- 
tion of the Art Institute, and as against the de- 
sire of all the people of this city who would be 
benefitad by it as well as against their inter- 
ests, this one property-owner interposes 
her objection and seeks to defeat 
this laudable purpose with a shortgighted- 
ness and stubbornness which are inconceiva- 
ble except on the basis of maliciousness, pre- 
ferring that the Lake-Front should remain 
what it has been in the past—namely: a re- 
sort for trainps—instead of dedicating any part 
of it as a site for a great permanent art insti- 
tute, which would be an honor to the city and 
a blessing to its people. Te what better use 
could a block of this park beset apart? The 
opposition of this one recalcitrant property- 
owner should at least not have any public 
toleration, and the parties to the suit should 
push it to the extent of the law. If defeated 
there they should go to the Legislature and see 
if that body cannot devise some method by 
which the people of Chicago can do what 
they want on their property. 


A WOULD-BE TURKISH. IMMIGRANT. 

A real estate agent in New Orleans has re- 
ceived a commission from a prominent Turk 
to procure for him a country residence within 
easy distance of that city. The distinguished 
foreigner has to leave Turkey for political 
reasons, and proposes to bring his whole es- 
tablishment to a new home ain the United 
States. That establishment includes a harem 
of eight wives and a menagerie of two tigers, 
four elephants, and a Nubian lion. The gen- 
tleman proposes to bmng his own servants 
and to retain over them the power of life and 
death as well as ovér ‘his wives. In other 
words, he wants to purchase a tract of land 
in the United States which he will govern as 
an absolute monarchy without interference 
from the government of this or any other 
country. 

Uf course this cannot be, and a reply to that 
effect has been forwarded to the “™ unspeak- 
able Turk,’’ about whase good faith in the 


matter there appears to be no question, but 


who must be densely ignorant in regard to the 
character of civilization on the western side 
of the Atlantic. But it might have been well 
to invite him to come here and survey the sit- 
uation for himself, Possibly he would re- 
spond to such an invitation, and all the more 
readily as political considerations”’ in the 
land under the rule of the Sultan generally in- 
clude a wish to use or avoid the bowstring. 
Probably the gentleman is obliged to gosome- 
where, if he would continue to live, and might 
come to the conclusion that the United 
States offers the best opportunity for 
setting down in a new country, though 
it would require a complete aban- 
donment of the patriarchal form of 
government to which he is accustomed. If 
properly informed on the subject, and aided 
to see properly for himself the workings of 
republican rule in a free country, he might 
form the opinion that it is far preferable to 
the despotism he is about to quit forever. He 
might be able to understand that the surren- 
der of his autocratic power would be accom- 
panied by a freedom for himself, a security 
for his own life and property to which he has 
hitherto been a stranger, and that the laws of 
a country like this constitute a much better 
protection for his rights than he could enforce 
by the unwilling service of slaves whose only 
acknowledged law is the will of their master. 
He might be able to perceive in this a change 
of immense advantage to himself, in which the 
gain would far exceed the loss of power and 
personal privilege he enjoyed in the Orient. 

Here is an opportunity for missionary effort 
none the less valuable on account of its cheap- 
ness. It needs not the expenditure of money 


in sending a missionary to Turkey and of 


time in learning how to make himself under- 
stood by the people for whose conversion he 
sighs and labors. In this case the person to 
be converted would come to the missionary 
and undertake all the cost with much of 
the care incident to the process of enlight- 
enment. It would be un instance of Mahomet 
coming to the mountain, and, perhaps, stay- 
ing on it after having once scaled its heights 
and satisfied himself ag to tne goodly prospect 
to be enjoyed from its elevated summit. 
There also would be this further advantage in 
the arrangement that the new convert 
would be no mere slave or pauper, 
but a man rollmg in wealth, who has 
so much of it that he declares money 
is no object, and who, therefore, would be an 
immense acquisition to any community on the 
condition of agreeing to drop his Oriental no- 
tions and usages, and become to all intents and 
purposes an American citizen. Such a convert

The statement of this application may help 
some to realize that the spread of modern civ- 
ihzation is far less extensive than supposed 
by the many. The residence of the writer of 
that letter is but a few hundred miles removed 
from London, the city which has been said to 
be the only one which disputes with Boston 
the claim to be considered the hub of the in- 
tellectual universe. Yet that placé is situated 
in an area in which the conditions and usages 
have changed little in the last two or three 
thousand years. Its inhabitants are far from 
being savages. ‘They are the direct descend- 
ants of persons whose mentality dominated 
in their own times, and probably the descend- 
ants have not degenerated. But they have 
failed to move forward in the path of progress 
trodden by those of the farther West. This 
persistence in old time customs and habits of 
thought is all the more remarkable, as it was 
contact with the progenitors of these stand- 
still Turks that wakened the intellect of Eu- 
rope from the torpor of its medieval night 
and gave the initial impulse to the advance 
that has been achieved through the toilsome 
march of succeeding centuries, 


Ir is not probable that the Tory Ministers 
will accede to the tequest of the London Trade 
and Labor Council, made Thursday, to change 
the date of dissolution of Parliament, so that 
the English “borough elections may fall on Sat- 
urday. Mr. Balfour has already named June 
28 as the date of dissolution. This would 
mean that the borough, elections will com- 
mence Monday, July 4, ana end July 7. The 
nominations cannot begin before Friday, July 
1, and most of them will doubtless be made 
Saturday, July 2. To recede from the posi- 
tion which they deliberately have taken on 
this question of date would be a disastrous 
confession of weakness by the Tories. But 
refusal of the request of the London mechan- 
ics will be scarcely less disastrous, Such a re- 
fusal means the united opposition of the 
workingmen to the Tory candidates not only 
in London but in the Lancashire and York- 
shire boroughs as well, The first elections 
will occur in those constituencies, and as they 
go so will the country. They bear the same 
relation to the other parliamentary divisions 
which elect later that the October States used 
to bear to the other States in our Presidential 
elections. The Liberals cannot possibly do 
worse in those borough constituencies than 
they did in 1886. They may doso much bet- 
ter in them that the influence of their verdicts 
in the late constituencies, especially in Ire- 
land, Scotland, Wales, and Northern England, 
may make Tory defeatan utter rout. The 
Tories all along hoped to profit by the discon- 
tent of the labor agitators at Mr. Gladstone’s 
refusal to espouse the eight-hour movement 
and to commit himself to other fad notions 
of the professional workingman. They had 
succeeded in induemg Ben Tillet, whom the 
‘London Liberals elected an Alderman, to op- 
pose Mr. Illingworth, an octogenarian Radi- 
cal leader in West Bradford, and to threaten 
dissension and disruption * other Yorkshire 
boroughs. This scheme of dissension must 
now fall flat. Mr. Tillet, who has said that 
Mr. Gladstone’s mind“ is like an open sewer, 
is already in disgrace with his fellow-working- 
men. The other labor candidates have con- 
formed to the Liberal program and in turn 
have been indorsed by the Liberal caucus. 
The fight, except in Ireland—where the Red- 
mondite faction fighters insist on indulging 
in a scrimmage, no matter at what cost to their 
country—will be on straight party lines. 


Tue Trrsune has more than once pointed 
out the irrefutable fact that not more than 
300,000 cubic feet of water per minute can be 
got through the South Branch of the River into 
the drainage channel without destroying its 
navigation, and that only by dint of widening 
and deepening the channel at a very large ex- 
pense.

It 
is a most absurd and untenable position and 
would be laughable were it not for the tre- 
mendous unnecessary expense which will fall 
upon the taxpayers should it be carried to 
completion.

HOW IT FEELS TO BE SHOT. * 


First Actions of Wounded Soldiers on the 
Field of Battle. 

Capt. George L. Kilmer in the Popular 
Science Monthly for June: An infantry sol- 
dier at Gaines’ Mill, who was hit in the knee 
by a bullet and ultimately died of his wound, 
said that he thought he had run against a 


stending thistle. 

When felt at all, bullets through the flesh 
usually produce a burning sensation more or 
less acute. When bones are. broken stinging 
accompanies the burning. When bones are 
hit, but not broken, there is a numbing sen- 
sation in the whole region in- 
volved in the shock, followed very soon 
by severe and sometimes intense pain. When 
muscles and tendons are involved, there is a 
tugging sensation, sometimes very slight, and 
shell wounds produce feelings similar to those 
by bullets, mure or less exaggerated, accord- 
ing to the size of the missile and the degree of 
velocity. Bayonet wounds I never saw ex- 
cept upon corpses—for I was not a hospital 
attendant—and as for cannon-balls, they do 
not, as a rule, leave anything behind to ex- 
hikit feelings. .

The country around Bangor, say within

The English Legation has been in mourning 
for the Duke of Clarence during part of the 
last winter, and there have been no festivities. 
Washington society has in consequence mi 
the usual balls and dinners given beneath its 
hospitable roof. Attached to the English Le- 
gation are five Secretaries and two naval at- 
tachés, who are in great social demand. Only 
two of them are married—the first Secre- 
tary, the Hon. Henry G. Edwaras, at pres- 
sentin. England, and the Hon. Michael H. 
Herbert, the second Secretary of Legation, 
whose wife is an American. The Herberts 
have a charming home on Connecticut averiue, 
in e l to the legation, and entertain de- 
lightfully. Ihe Hon. Alan Johnstone. an- 
other Secretary, is here for the second time 
having served under Lord Sackville several 
years ago. He dances very well and is an ex- 
cellent horseman—two accomplishments that 
are valuable aids to social popularity. 

The Ministers from France and Germany 
are both new men, and, singularly enough, 
they are both bachelors. There has not been 
a woman at the head of the French Legation

since M. Dutrey, who had an American wife 
was Minister some ten years ago. Unmarried 
men are, however, at a premium in Washing- 
ton, where the supply is not equal to the de- 
mand. : 

Mr. Patrenotre, the French Minister, came 
to us directly from Tunis. Earlier yet he had 
for some time been stationed inJapan. He is 
an unusually handsome man, well built. with 
an intellectual face, and mauners of true 
Parisian courtesy. Social favors have been 
literally rained upon him, and he has been 
entertained at all the smart houses, 
M. Jules Bœufré, an attaché of the 
French Legation, who has seen long service 
im Washington, is also a man of ability and

was Chargé d’Affaires before Mr. Patrenotre’s 
arrival, is a prominent figure in Washington 
society. . 2 

Mr. von Holleben, appointed to fill the 
vacancy caused by Count von Arco Valley’s 
death, was for many years German Minister in 
Japan. His advent has not been made with 
such éclat as was his predecessor’s, who 
created a veritable sensation when he came to 
America. Count Arco was a distinguished 
looking man of the South German type, * 
and blonde and of imposing presence. e 
wore a monocle, and was always attended by 
his Jager, whose first appearance, seated, in 
Bavarian costume, on the box of the Minister’s 
carriage, made quite a stir. 

Mr. von Holleben is rather good looking, 
extremely clever, and somewhat of a dilet- 
tanto, He has the national love for music, 
and himself possesses considerable skill. 
Under his régime at Tokio the German Lega- 
tion, which is one of the most attractive places 
in the Japanese capital, was so popular that 
Jokio society seriously regretted his transfer 
to America. 

The German Legation in Washington is in- 
stalled in a spacious, old-fashioned house on 
Fifteenth street, situated just on the edge of 
the business part of the town, and belonging 
to the ImperialGovernment. Its interior fur- 
nishing is left to the personal taste of each 
Minister, who sells or sends his goods home

Mme. de Struve came from a gifted family. 
Her father was a noted Russian General and 
her brother, Gen. Michael Nicolas Annenkoff, 
is the engineer who is now engaged in build- 
* great railroad through Central Asia. 

r. de Struve has been Russian Minister at 
Washington for a decade and will probably 
remain here until he is prome to an Am- 
bassadorship. He was for a number of years 
a Russian diplomatic agent in Central Asia, 
and, like Mr, Patrenotre and Mr. von Holle- 
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ben, has represented his country in Japan. 
Much of the time since Mme, de Struve’s 
death he has speut in Russia with his children. 
Mr. de Struve is distinguished in appearance, 
with a genial, pleasant expression, and cordial 
manners. 

Mr. Alexander Greger of the Russian Lega- 
tion, who came to Washington eight years ago 
as an attaché, has been promoted to First Sec- 
retary, and in Mr. de Struve’s absence is fre- 
quently Chargé d' Affaires. After his long 
residence in Americd he almost seems to be- 
long here. He isa bachelor, handsome, with 
frank blue eyes, and a merry. irresistible 
smile, accomplished in ‘athletics, the best 
fencer and the best horseman in the city. He 
has decided social talents, is very adaptable, 
courteous in his manner, and sincere in friend- 
ship. The second Secretary, Mr. Botkin, is 
the son of the Czar’s favorite physician, and 
during his short residence has become very 
popular. | 

lt is unfortunate that so few of the married 
diplomats at Washington have their families 
with them. But, paradoxical as it may seem, 
Europe is much nearer to America than 
America is to Europe. Most foreigners suffer 
from our very capricious climate, and our so- 
cial life is not as brilliant as that of foreign 
courts. 6. 

Baron Fava, the Italian Minister, has been 
for some time, and from well-known reasons, 
absent from Washington, although at the 
time of this writing it is reported that he 
mey shortly return to America. He was, 
perhaps, the most  distimguished-lookin 
man in the diplomatic corps. Muc 
above the medium height, and 
of slight and graceful build, he had that dig- 
nity and suavity of manner which is the con- 
ventional characteristic of a diplomat. His 
shapely head 1s well covered with perfectly 
white hair, and His English side-whiskers are 
so parted that not a trace of their original 
color is discernible. His features are strong 
and regular. His white hair and the pallor of 
his face give to his deep set brown eyes an 
added brilliancy. © 

During the Italian Minister’s absence, the 
Marquis Imperialiis Chargé d’Affaires. He 
is a young man for such an important post, 
and his appoinfment argues him a man 
of ability. Only recently he was made first 
Secretary of legation. Advancement in the 
Italian service is very slow, and this promo- 
tion was an unusual compliment. e is a 
handsome man of the Italian type, with very 
prepossessing manners, and as popular in so- 
ciety as among his colleagues. 

Mr. de Claparéde, the Swiss Minister, is a 
man of agreeable personality and a general 
favorite both in social and official circles. He 
comes from a Huguenot family of soldiers 
and savants,and kas much of the French 
esprit, together with a sense of humor 
worthy an American. His soldierly 
bearing tells at. once that he has 
served in the army. The Swiss lega- 
tion is in Hillyer place, in the fashionable 
West End, where Mr. de Claparéde, with his 
faithful valet Fritz, keeps bachelor hall. His 
wife, who is a daughter of the German artist 
Crola, with their children, lives in Berlin, 
where Mr. de Claparéde began his diplomatic 
service in 1859, as second Secretary of 
legation. During his whole service he 
has had .but three posts—Berlin, Vien- 
na, and Washington. His great passions are 
hunting and fishing, and of his summers, 
which he spends in Europe, these are the 
chief amusements. Several years ago he 
wrote a book on the preserving of the Swiss 
fisheries, which received a diploma at the 
Zurich exposition. Mr. de Claparddeis a fine- 
looh ing man in the prime of life, a genial 
host, a clever raconteur, and, best of all, a 
good listener. 

Mr. Tavel, Secretary of the Swiss legation, 
is a recent addition to the diplomatic corps.

dition of our legations abroad. The salaries 
paid our officials are very small, the allow- 
ances meager. Unless possessed of large pri- 
vate fortunes, as is often the case, our Minis- 
ters are unable to sustain the dignity of their 
position, and extend the hospitality demand- 
ed of them by traveling Americans. 

The principles of civil service reform are 


not recognized in the diplomatic branch of 


the government. Promotions are uncertain 
and appointments arbitrary—rewards gener- 
ally for political services. A good wire-pull- 
er, an eloquent stump speaker, or an efficient 
party leader does not always make an accept- 
able diplomatist. The story is always classic 
of one of our Ministers, economically inclined, 
who rode to a state funeral with the driver on 
the box of a public cab which his 
wife and daughter occ It wag the same 
gentleinan who gave his dard to doch member 
of the diplomatic corps, after being enter 
tained by them at a sumptuous banauet on 
arriving at his post, with the remark that 
though he knew it was customary to call in 
person, he was very busy and they must make 
that do. 

The Constitation provides for the sending of 
ambassadors to the great powers. Several at- 
tempts have been made in Congress to elevate 
our Ministers to this rank, but the opposition 
to the change has proved too strong. One ob- 
jection that has been urged is that since an 
ambassador represents tne person of his 
sovereign, a republic should neither 
send nor receive such an official. There is, 
however, little real force in this argument, 
An ambassador differs from a minister only 
in rank and precedence, but enjoys more 
privileges and a broader usefulness. 

Surely it is unworthy the dignity of 
65,000,000 of sovereign people that this Nation 
should at foreign courts rank after the third- 
rate powers of Europe.

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FETE IN BRUSSELS. 


NOTABLE MUSICAL EVENTS IN THE 
BELGIAN CAPITAL. 


Splendid Performance Given in Aid ofa 
Charity in Which Siby! Sanderson’s Siug- 
ing and Massenet Conducting Were the 
Features—Discovery of a New Singer in 
Paris—The Noisiest Opera of the Feriod 
—Interesting Chat with Gounod—Masic 
and. Musicians in London—Local Notes. 

Baussets, June 4.—[ Special Correspond- 
en¢ce.]|—The Theatre de la Monnaie at Brus 
sels has Icng had a reputation for enter- 
prise, so, as soon as I packed my kit in Berlin 
and turned toward Paris, I thought of possible 
musical pleasures at the Belgian capital. 

While too late to share in the opera Season, 

which closed the night before my arrival, I 

was fortunate in the provocation which gained 


me a single look inside the Monnaie. The oc- 


easion was in aid of a charity and this was the 


program: 

Overture. Le Roi d' e,“ Lalo. 

Comedy. Le Mercure Galant,“ by members of 
the Théatre Frangaise of Paris, including Coque- 
lin cadet. 

Acts L., III., and IV. of “ Manon.” 

Act II. of “Samson and Delilah.“ 

Ode to Charity. 

Act IV. of Rigoletto.” 

In addition to the abstract attractiveness of 
such a list it was known that the King of 
Belgium would attend the performance and 
that amony the musicians and singers assigned 
parts.were Massenet, Melba, Sanderson, and 
Lassalle. 

lt was a gala might for Brussels, and from 
my perch in one of the upper tiers of boxes 1 
meditated on a similar scene, now historie, 
asking myself if Wellington’s guns saddened 
a braver sight than this. The entrance of the 
King and Queen. was the signal for the 
orchestra to play the Belgian National hymn, 
a dismal melody. The Belgian King looks 
like the late Dom Pedro of Brazil; the sharer 
of his royal discomforts did not impress me 
as x particularly heppy person, although her 
gowh was gorgeous ahd ‘her attenuated neck 
decked wita diamonds, 

Miss Sanderson's Marked Improvement. 

Of the stars promised on this occasion all 
but Mme. Melba appeared, although Mr. Las- 
salle sang only in the Rigoletto ” quartet. 
I was glad to hear Miss Sanderson again after 
three years and to note her improvement in 
acting and her really exquisite singing of 
Manon’s music. Itisno wonder. that Mas- 
senet was glad of an excuse to come up from 
Paris to conduct a performance for his ideal 
Manon; and Massenet is such a sympathetic 
conductor, so interested and eager. 

The Monnaie orchestra is good. In the per- 
formance of Lalo’s descriptive overture it 
was evident that, while capable of great dra- 
matic outbursts, its drill had not progressed at 
the expense of the finer qualities of expres- 
sion, On the remaining items upon the pro- 
gram I need not dwell. Of course the com- 
edy as given by the company from the first 
theater of the world was delicious, with Co- 
quelin cadet “* absolutely superb,“ as one of 
hw admirers would say. Mme. Jehin-Des- 
champs, who sang the music of Delilah in 
St. Saéns’ opera, has a noble voice 
Alvarez, who 
undertook the part of Samson, did not awaken 
regret in my heart at his impending fate ; 
throaty singers deserve to wear wigs. I may 
also add that the Ode to Charity wis a 
mild tribute, recited’ in French by a slick 
young man named Lambert 

I crowded a good deal of music into a few 
days in Paris, where I heard Lalo’s * Le Roi 
d' Ys” and a forceful performance of Mas- 
cagni’s *‘ Cavalleria Rusticana,” both at the 
Opera Comique. In the cast of Mascagni’s 
opera was Mme. Emma Calve, who was Mas- 
cagni’s choice for Santuzza on the occasion of 
the premier of the work at Rome in 1890. She 
is one of the best singers I have ever heard, 
and a consummate actress. The voice itself is a 
full and rich mezzo, more like that of Pauline 
Lucca than any I can recall. Her natural 
beauty is enhanced by her effective dressing 
of the part, which she develops with tremen- 
dous fcrce, until in the scene with Turridu it 
becomes masterly. She has perfect command 
of vocal timbre, and is altogether a rare gem 
in the theater world. As she has accepted an 
engagement from Mr. Harris for the coming 
opera seagon in London there will be no lack 
of news of her in the immediate future. 

Am Extremely Earnest Alfio. 

The ensemble of this performance of Cav- 
alleria Rusticana was good 85 ughout. The 
part of Turridu was taken by M. Lobart, quite 
as a tenor as I have heard in Paris, while 
the Alfio of the cast was a terribly earnest 
fellow. I really thought he would actually bite 
off Turridu’s ear when he chailenged him, so 
fierce was he. 


There may be more noisy operas than Le 


Roi d' Vs,“ but I have yet to encounter one, 
It is asuccession of bangs. One ought to 
visit it only in thecompany of an aurist. The 
performance gave me such a headache that I 
cannot attempt a review lest I do injustice to 
its respected com poser, 

At the Grand Opera I heard Lohengrin,“ 
with Bosman as Elsa and Engelas Lohengrin. 
Neither of these artists was engaged in the 
first performance of the work last winter in 
Paris, From the intellectual side neither suc- 
ceeds in giving a satisfactory interpretation. 
The Ortrud was Mile. Frerevs, who, though 
boisterous, was pot impressive. Altogether I 
was disappointed in the spirit of the perform- 
ance; it was not Wagner. Nor was the mount- 
ing of the opera, the handling of the proces- 
sions, etc., what I had expected of 80 
show-house as the Paris 
Opera, though it is true that Lohengrin wore 
two beautiful suits, and that the lards of 
Brabant showed themselves to be connoisseurs 
in horse flesh, The orchestra, while ever loud, 
did some admirable playing, though even here 
the question of tempo might be raised. 

I did not attend the conspicuous failure of 
the musical season in Paris, having been 
warned. I refer to Enguerrande, an opera 
by M. Chapuis, orgamst at the old church of 
St. Roch. The first performance of Euguer- 
rande drew from the writer in the Paris 
Herald this remarkable criticism : 

M. Chapuis has written an opera in which he 
has used quite new methods . of expressing old- 
fashioned music. He has abstatned from melody, 
and in spite of his incontestable mugical talent he 
rarely gives us harmony. 

Delicious, isn’t it? Chapuis has written old- 
fashioned music in a new way, yet he has ab- 
stained from melody and harmoay! 

Interesting Visit to Gounod, 

While in Paris, Isaw Charles Gounod at his 
home on the Place Malesherbes, a lovely house 
fronting on asunny square in an accessible 
portion of the city. It so happens that Gounod 
has recently been the subject of a number of 
articles in the American press, his own con- 
tribution to the Century and Mr. Krehbiel’s 
paperiu Harper’s Weekly being conspicu- 
ous, and by the way the portrait 
in Harper’s is as perfect a likeness of 
Gounod, as I saw him, as could be desired, 
Gounod received me in his sleeping apart- 
ment, where he had been confined for several 
days. Of the men I had met during this sixty- 
day interval Gounod won my heart the quick- 
est, his manner is so sympathetic. His in- 

uiries about music in the United States 
wed that he underestimated his own pobu- 
larity, so it was an unexpected pleasure for 
metobe able to teli Him that his choral 
works were known everywhere among us and 
repeatedly sung. Our cohversation developed 
the fact that one of the favorite children of 
his brain is “Gallia.” Notwithstanding 
the London Daily News quotes Gounod as 
saying to a friend that his career as a com- 
poser is terminated, his susceptibility to heart 
disease standing in the way of his undertaking 
any work of large dimensions. I saw the 
manuscript of two new masses, one a requiem 
for mixed voices and orchestra, which will oc- 
cupy. an hour in performance, the other 
written without orchestra and shorter.

No high class concert organization in our 
country would offer just such a list with the 
personal or solo element dominating. Yet it 
must be confessed that this program is not so 
bad as many another which has emanated 
from the same source, 
and from the depths of his arm chair, where all 
Philharmonie conductors sit while in action, 
he seemed not to mind much what was going 
on. Yet his band played exceedingly well. 
The strings are vigorous but sometimes 
coarse; the wind players do not average 
with either those of Mr. Thomas’ 
Chicago orchestra or those of the 
Boston Symphony, but the ensemble is unde- 
niably good, even brilliant. The piano fan- 
tasia by Miss Bright is a creditable piece of 
machine work, but in Fraulein Wietrowetz 
there is a mature artist. She is a pupil of Dr. 
Joachin and this was her second appearance 
in London. Her tone 1s large and sympathet- 
ic, her technique fine, and her reading of the 
concerto bespoke an intelligent mind. She 
was heartily applauded and encored. The 
Ravoigi sisters sang their prettiest, but after 
admitting the earnestness of their work, I 
find nothing to adwire, 


Trio of Lounge Musicians. 

While in London I met at the studio of Mr. 
Herkomer three of the talented group of 
younger musical people having their head- 
quarters in the British capital, none of whom 
have been heard in the United States: Leon- 
ard Borwick, pianist; Plunkett Greeae, bass, 
and David N. Bispham, baritone. Borwick 
Ea art four modern masters, enough to show

is artist nature; Greene sang with splendid 4 


vigor and with extraordinary syinpathy some 
fine bass songs, while Bispham, whose forte is 
opera, showed a rich and vibrant voice 
and the musician’s temperament in sing- 
ing Schubert’s Erl King.” I do not 
need to point a moral as I bring this series of 
letters to a close. The reader can do that; 

but if I have learned one thing in the music 
of sixty days it is to be proud of the position 
of the United States in — and tne future 
possibilies of the art there. We have a good 
deal to learn, and there are some communi 

ties that must give over boasting and begin to 
work; but our past teachers have established 
a high standard of taste, we are building 
aright under them, and it is à question ad- 
mitting no doubt what the outcome will be.

MUSIC FOR SUMMER NIGHTS, 


Arrangements for Orchestral Concerts in 
the Michigan Avenue Armory. 

Tomorrow evening will usher in the five 
weeks’ season of summer-night concerte that 
are to be given in the Armory, at Michigan 
avenue and Sixteenth street, under the 
leadership of Max Bendix. The ab- 
sence last year of Mr., Thomas and 
his concérts in the Exposition Building was 
keenly felt by those who remained in the city 
during July, and who had come to find in such 
evenings of orchestral music one of their 
chief sources of midsummer entertainment. 
The efforts of Mr. Bendix and his men will 
this summer, it is believed, meet with hearty 
response from the public and thus insure the 
continuance of a form of concert which for 
eleven years found favor with Chicago amuse- 
ment seekers. 

Mr, Bendix hasengaged fifty members of 
the Chicago Orchestra, and with these will 
make his first appearance in this city as an 
orchestra conductor. His years of service as 
concertmeister of Mr, Thomas’ orchestras and 
his acknowledged abilities as a musician and 
performer justify the bonfident belief of his 
admirers and friends that he will prove him- 
self the possessor of talent as a director and 
trainer of orchestral forces, 

The Armory has been decorated with potted 
plants and evergreens and arrangements have 
been made whereby refreshments can be ob- 
tained by those who desire them. The musical 
progtams have been arranged in accordance 
with the following plan: Monday night during 
the season will be request er Tuesdays 
and Fridays, Popular nights“ Wednesdays 
and Saturdays, Ballroom nig hts” Thursday, 
Wagner and soloist’s night” 5 atid Saturday 
afternoon, * Young people’ 8 concert.“ The 
selections will be popular,“ but only in the 
the best sense of that term, no trashy compo- 
sitions being aceorded a performance in these 
concerts. The programs for the first week

A SNAKE OF BEAUTY, 


The Monster in “ Ali Baba” Composed of 
the Forms of Fairies. 

There are, indeed, tricks in all trades, and 
as theatrical business has become more or less 
of a trade, it follows that it has its tricks. In

They are clad in gray tights 
and green bodices and on their heads are litt le 
horned skull-caps. The article of attire 
which gives to each the appearance of a por- 
tion of the serpent’s body, and whieh when 
the twenty girls creep along in follow-the- 
leader fashion makes a wriggling, creeping 
snake of monstrous size, is nothing more nor 


„less than a satin lined cloak of canvas whick 


is roughly painted and mottled in green, yel- 
low, and white to represent the scales and fig- 
ures of a reptile's hide. r awe- inspiring 
vird-like head with roll hg, ghastly eyeballs 
and crocodile jaws serra with rows of 
cruel, sharp teeth is the most ingenious part 
of the affair. It is made of papier- 
mache and wicker work, light enough for 
a boy to carry, and with clever de- 
vices inside to move the jaws and eyes. 
The eyes are swung on a pivot and worked by 
means of aspiral spring. The huge jaws are 
hinged, and a stout lever inside, with the aid 
of a little muscle, makes them snap and yawn 
most ferociously. Each nostril is 1 like 
the crater of a volcano, and the aperture from 
which the molten lava would come is replaced 
by a little alcohol lamp, the faint biue flame 
of which cannot be seen from beyond 
footlights. Over each of these lamps the fan- 
shaped mouth of a long tube comes, About 
six inches from the lamp and connected with 
the tube is a receptacle for lycopodium. When 
the boy who manipulates the apparatus con- 
cludes that it is proper for the dragon to make 
an imposing display of its ferocity, he blows 
through the tube, the powdered ciub-moss 
seed is scattered over the alcohol Hame, and 
makes a ghastly bluish and altogether start-. 
ling flash,

The Secret of His Power.

Father Mollinger’s wealth has been variously 
estimated ch $3,000 is N emet sg the 
figures reac easily. — 

His estate in 1 5 — county consisted 
of his home and private chapel on Troy Hill 
and considerable real estate in other parts o 
the county. He has no relatives in this coun- 
try as far as known. He has several brothers 


and one sister in Belgium and Germany. 


Father Mollinger’s estates in Belgium fell 
to him as an inhéritance from a wealth 
uncle. The will was made in Father Mol- 
linger’s favor, but. was contested by other 
relatives. Father Mollinger fought the case 
in the Be and won. His Belgian estates 

ielded him a revenue of $4,000 a yoar for the 
— t thirty years. He went to Europe in 1880. 
The manager of his estates had died a few 
months before, and had failed to settle for 
some years past. Father Mollinger found 
that about $20,000 was due him. e made a 
vow that whatever he got from this claim 
should be used to build a chapel on Troy Hill. 
He secured $13,000 of the amount due him, 
and with this laid the foundation of his — 
Hill chapel, on which he spent $237,000, ac- 
cording to his own statement. 

Whiie in Europe his „ yg sister in Bel- 
gium, who was unmarried, refused to recog- 
nize him, claiming that he was an impostor. 
She really thought he was such, as many im- 
postors had tried to palm themselves off 
on her as her brother. He left her house 
and went to Italy. From Italy he wrote her a 
letter by which she was able to see clearly that 
he was her long-lost brother. 
her house some months later. Another wealthy 
sister in Cologne on the Rhine in Germany 
recognized him immediately. Father Mol- 
linger also hasa brother, Louis Mollinger, 
who made a fortune by trading in the famous 
Dutch colony, Curacoa, South America. 

Father Mollinger’s sister, in Belgium, died 
some months ago. It was his intention to go 
td Europe within the next few weeks to settle 


to him. 
What Becomes of the Property. 

Father Mollinger, before his death, told his 
attendants that he had made a will. It was 
made several years ago, and is supposed to be 
in his safe, the combination to which was 
known to none but himself. There has con- 
sequently been some difficulty in finding 
it. From statements made by Father 
Mollinger before his death it is believed, how- 
ever, that the bulk of his property here will 
be left to the church and to Roman Catholic 
institutions, the Belgian property reverting to 
his relatives. 

A great many interesting anecdotes are told 
of Father Mollinger. Aside from curing the 
sick, collecting sacred relics was the passion 
of his life. In his chapel on Troy Hill he had 
over 4,000 of thepa, many incased in gold and 
set with precious stones. He spent twenty 
years in getting them. Among his docu- 
ments are papers authenticating each and 
every relic. He was not credulous, but spent 
thousands of dollars in making his collection. 
In several instances cases of relics were re- 
ceived at New York for various religious in- 
stitutions that were too poor to pay the high 
duties on them. He promptly bought the

Why Bicyles Are So Dear. 

The question why the high-grade bicycle costs 
so much—a sum beyond the means of the ordi- 
nary wage-earner—is often asked. The Iron Age 
gives some interesting informauon in answer. In 
the first place the bicycle must be made on the in- 
terchangeable principle, so that a missing or 
broken part can be supplied by the factory 
at once. All of such parts under 
a rigid system of inspection. being su 
mitted to the severe strains which they must 
stand while the machine is in use. Main parts, 
like the 1 wheel, hubs, bearings, etc., are 
gauged, the allowance for variation being one- 
quarter ofa thousandth. A variation in excess 
of this throws the piece out. The method of 
“stringing the wheel is thus described: The 
outer ends of the spokes are threaded in order to 
enter the hardendd brass nipple, the cap of 
which is. of course. onthe outer, side of the 
rim. The boy who strings the wheel up merely 
tightens the nipples sufficiently to hold the parts 
together, After this the wheel goes to an expert 
workman,.+ who tightens the spokes, bringing 
them all under the desired tension. The wheel is 
then mounted on an axle and turned,a piece of 
chalk held near the rim serving to indi- 
cate alf) irregularity. To correct such 
defects and make the wheel perfectly 
true, the nipples are tightened or loosened. This 
isa simple, matter, and yet one requiring great 
judgment.“ The brazing of the ‘Jnts. and the 
making of the felloe or iron to re ceive the rubber 
tire are also operations requirinry the eatest 
precision and delicacy of handling. In short, 
there is no part of the Modern bicycle that can be 
turned out without the minutest attention to de- 
tail.

THE FINE ARTS. 


The cleaning of pictures is an important

This much 
must be evident to all. 

Absolute Prohibition a Failure. 
Now, is this public condemnation as uni- 
versal and as genuine as it pretends to be? 
Do all religious men really believe that it is 

"wrong to deal in alcohol or to have any part 
in the drink trade? Most certainly they do 
not. But the great number who would be far 
from confirming the judgment of the 
extremists on this question have not yet found 
a voice and so have not been reckoned with 
thus far. Facts are stubborn things, and facts 
are against the extremists in this matter. It 
is not a sin to drink moderately. Constituted 
as our civilization is the great majority of men 
will drink moderately to the end of time. It is 
not a either, to provide the stimulating 
drinks which these demand. 

Here lies, it seems to me, the mistake of the 
past, Among the working classes the enor- 
mous proportion of those who patronize the 

ns are not drunkards. On the contrary, 
are temperately indulging a legitimate 
requirement for a legitimate luxury. But let 
the Community brand with a brand of shame 
and disapprobation all those places where this 
host of reasonable folk are of necessity obliged 
to get their liquor, and society ignorantly does 
the very thing that it seeks not to do. It takes 
A long stride in the direction of destroying the 
self-respect of the moderate and temperate 


man, who is as far removed as could be from 


adrunkard. -I say it is beyond question that 
the result of this social frowning on all sa- 
irrespective of their character or their 


method of conduct, is bad, very bad. As sone, 


as it continues only a low class of men (Wit 
here and there an exception, of course) will 
into the business. The saloons are made 
and in this way are kept bad. 

In this country this liquor question is not 
the question of yesterday. We have tried pro- 
hibition, and we know what the result has 
been—bad, in every way bad., Brave and true 
women have taken up the crusade, have knelt 
at saloon doors, and brought, for the time 


being, an overwhelming social influence to 


bear against the saloon. The result has not 
been permanent, nor can it be. But one thing 
we have not tried to do, and that is improve 
and purify a pee business, patronized by an 
enormously large proportion of our people, 
‘which we cannot uproot, and which has come 
to stay. How may we hope to improve it? 

Dr. Ratinsford’s Proposed Remedies. 

First—We can induce morally responsible 

and upright persons to take hold of it, to sell 

liquor at reasonable prices, strictly to 
obey the law in its sale, not to sell to drunk- 
ards or minors. If men took hold of the busi- 
ness who were content to make a small return 
for their money this could be done. for, be- 
yond question, the profits are very large. 

Next: The narrow, reeking, treating bar 
could be abolished, a large part of the pro- 
ceeds of sale going on to make the saloon 
comfortable and roomy, furnished with tables 
and hewspapers, where people could sit at 
their leisure, and not either drink persistently, 
or, failing that, be shown the door. 

Next: The best and most nutritious unfer- 
mented drinks could te and should be sup- 

at the same plage and time. Many, 
many would drink good milk could they ob- 
tain it instead of beer, and would greatly gain 
change. Purs, sparkling drinks, as 
Well as cocoa, coffee, tea, etc., if well pre- 
as they now seldom are, and sold at 
mall profit, would be in demand by a great 
many.

A WONDERFUL CITY LITTLE KENOWN, 


Budapest, the Capital of Hungary—lIts 
Growth and Peculiarities. — 

Joseph Pennell in the Century for June: To 
the world at large, Budapest, the capital and 
metropolis of Hungary, is the least known of 
all the important an St, of Europe. 
Several reasons may be assigned for 
this comparative obscurity. But the most 
important is the simplest of all; the Budapest 
of today is so new that the world has 
not had time to make its acquaintance. Its 
veople justly claim for it the most rapid 
growth in recent years of all the European 
capitals, and are fond of likening its wonder- 
ful expansion to that of San Francisco, Chi- 
cago, and other American cities, 

The finest single street in Budapest is the 
Andrassy-strasse, a broad boulevard connect- 
ing the inner city with the Stadtwaldchen.”’ 
The Andrassy-strasse is perfectly straight and 
two miles long. It was planned with consum- 
mate art, and is one of the most beautiful and 
effective streets 1n Europe. 

It is divided inte. three parts by the Octa- 
gon platz, whege it crosses the larger ring- 
strasse, and by the Rond platz,“ or “ cir- 
eus, at a point where another encircling 
boulevard is eventually to cross. As jt 
emerges. from the Octagon platz and the 
Rond platz the street grows successively 
wider, although this would hardly be no- 
ticed by the casual passer. The first third 
of the distance is devoted to fine 
buildings of varied architecture, but 
general conformity, built solidly an the street 
line. The next third contains houses having 
narrow foregardens of a prescribed width. The 
last third. a distance of two-thirds of a mile, 
is devoted to separate villa-like residences, all 
at equal distance from the sidewalas, and, 
with infinite variety of architectural detail, 
conforming to the regular street plan. The 
vista from the entrance of this, street to 
its end in the shady Stadtwaidchen 
is very beautiful. The broad central drive- 
way is paved with wooden blocks on a solid 
concrete foundation. The sidewalks are of as- 
phalt, the narrower drivewdys next the side- 
walks are paved with square cut stone blocks, 
and the equestrian courses, which ate between 
the central and the outer driveways, are grav- 
eleG. The average of architectural merit is 
very high, ahd the absence of anything that 
can mar the general effect is an important 
element in the suceess of this public improve 
ment. 

The illumination of Budapest is amonopoly 
in the hands of a private gas company. The 
city obtains gas for street purposes at reduced 
rates; it obliges the company to mitigate its 
charge to consumers in accordance with a 
sliding scale based upon the increase in ag- 
gregate consumption; and, moreover, it col- 
lects very heavy taxes from the company. 

Street transportation has also been kept un- 
der control by the municipality. A united 
tramway system pays street rentals and large 
taxes. The company’s fares are fixed by law, 
and it is required that working people shall 
be carried at reduced rates in the morning 
and evening. At the expiration of charters, 
the street railway lines and their equipment 
will become the property of the city, without 
indemnity to the private owners.

There is preparing in Paris an exhibition of 
100 chefs-d’ uvre similar to the exhibition held 
in 1885. In these collections of masterpieces the 
rarest works procurable by both ancient and 
modern masters are brought together. In them 
the cream of the art of this century may be com- 
pared with great works of English protraitists 
and landscapists, the trivial bat charming art of 
the eighteenth century, ana a few fine examples 
of the old Dutch, Flemish, Spanish, and Italian 
schools of painting. Just as an artist gains 
strength and courage from the contemplation of 
his early work these exhibitions are of great value 
to the pnblic. The proposed retrospective exhi- 
bition of American art in connection with the 
World's Fair ought to be important, and will 
doubtless prove to be a most interesting and in- 


structive collection.

Mr. T. A. Van Laun has on exhibition at 
No. 69 Dearborn street 4 large picture of Leda 
and the Swan attributed to Horace Vérnet. It 
is somewhat faulty in drawing but fine in color, 
well arranged, and painted in a dasb ing manner, 
which shows it to be the work of an artist of abil- 
ity. There are also two hunting scenes by the 
English artist Herbert, “The Break Away and 
“The Death,“ in the characteristic English 
style. Several fine line engravings and mezzo- 
tints have also been received. Of these the por- 
trait of Count Saint Florentin, engraved by J. G. 
Wille in 1761 from the painting by Louis Tocque, 
is a masterpiece, beautifully executed in pure 
line and in a remarkable state of preservation. 
This work is quoted as one of the principal works 
of the celebrated engraver. 

A very rare and one of the earliest of mezzo- 
tints is the portrait of the Earl of Rochester witb 
Nell Gwynne by his side. Other interesting works 
of the same class are a portrait in stipple of Ros- 
coe by Pickart; a portrait of Zizendorf, the 
founder of the Moravian society in America, by 
Hanbraken; and a mezzotint by John Sartain of 
Holbein’s portrait of Martin Luther. 

At the same address Mr. Magee has a fine illus- 
trated copy of a catalogue of the works of George 
Cruikshank, in three large volumes, richly bound 
in half levant mordécco, It is one’ of an edition de 
luxe of Wo copies, and contains over 300 plates, 
among them illustrations for Oliver Twist and 
Grimms’ Tales, and the famous Locker book plate.

At O' Brien's there is a collection of water- 
colors by Triscott of Boston. Wells Beach. 
Me., is a bit of sea and shore especially pleasing 
for the directness and simplicity with which the 
transparent washers are bandled. * Sundown” 
shows a foreground of light-green salt marsh 
grass. broken by patches of water reflecting the 
yellow glow of the sky, and a purple mist. ver- 
haps a trifle too purple. rising in the distance.

The Chicago Society of Artists held a meet- 
ing yesterday to arrange for the opening of its 
reconstructed galleries in the Atheneum Build- 
ing, and the holding of a sketch sale early iu the 
autumn, and the regular holiday exhibition of 
the society in December. The prize exhibition 
of the society in the Stevens Gallery closed yes- 
terday. The project of an artists’ excursion to 
St. Joe, next Saturday, was also considered. 

There have been received at Thurber's two 
drawings by St. Marcel, a contemporary of Dela- 
croix, to whose work they bear some resemblance. 
One in black and white shows a lion walking, and 
the other in red chalk shows a family composed 
of a lion, lioness, and several whelps. Both sub-
